5002 PCGS 1806 MS 64 Red and Brown. B-4. R. 1. A 
beautiful, lustrous tan and red coin that is smooth and 
virtually unblemished. Undoubtedly from the hoard of 
several hundred pieces of this date dispersed by the 
Chapman brothers circa 1906. This coin, as is typical of all 
from this hoard, shows soft detailing on the upper portion of 
the wreath. Otherwise pleasing and most attractive. One of 
only 6 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS 15/92) with 
none finer. 

5003 NGC 1826 MS 65 Brown. An exceptionally pleasing 
C lassic half cent that is fully struck in all areas and 
although tagged as a Brown coin there is just the lightest 
layer of that color over both sides.

Undoubtedly a coin from the NichoLs Find, this is the only 
coin of this type to have been certified in any grade by either 
of the major services. 

Lustrous and essentially 
mark-free, with generous amounts of mint red remaining, 
particularly on the reverse. Some minor flatness is visible 
on a few of the stars, but the coin is otherwise very well 
struck. One of just 19 pieces graded as such by PCGS, with 
only 2 finer as of May, 1992. 

5009 PCGS 1838 MS 66 Brown. Smooth, virtually flawless 
surfaces with glossy brown luster. Well struck in the centers 
with only slight softness noted on the obverse stars. An 
outstanding type coin. One of 5 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS (5/92) with none finer. 

5010 NGC 1848 MS 66 Brown. This coin has a completely 
different "look" than do most Braided Hair Large cents. This 
piece does not have the smooth, glossy surfaces usually 


seen. Rather, it has pronounced reflectivity in the fields on 
both sides and a full strike in all areas. At first glance it 
resembles a proof striking but lacks some of the clarity seen 
on actual proofs.

5018 NGC 1864 Copper-Nickel MS 65. Very sharply struck with 
smooth, lustrous surfaces that have a bright, satiny texture 
and show light tan and rose tinted color. One of only 7 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC (4/92) with only 3 
finer.

A good 
choice for the type collector who really knows what an 
original coin should look like. Highly recommended. 

5063 NGC 1852 MS 66. High grade mint state three-cent silver 
pieces are very elusive and have never been the subject of 
promotions or market manipulations. Only 7 coins have 
been certified in this grade bv NGC i4/92) of this so-called 
"common" date. This is an exceptionally pleasing coin that is 
well struck and toned an icy-blue in the centers with deeper 
golden-brown around the rims. An original coin with strong 
eye appeal. 

5064 NGC 1854 MS 64. Type Two. Deep pastel toning in shades 
of russet and turquoise. Type Twos are much tougher than 
either of the other types, particularly in higher grades.

5072 PCGS 1873 MS 64. Fairly sharp and frosty, displaying an 
attractive golden-gray tint. 

5073 ANACS 1880 MS 64. A bright, semi-prooflike example of 
this scarcer business strike issue. 

5074 NGC 1881 MS 66. Fantastic mint brilliance with outlining 
shades of gold and steel-blue most visible on the obverse. 
Superb business strike examples of this type are far more 
elusive than their proof counterparts. 
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SHIELD NICKELS 

5078 NGC 1871 MS 64. Quite frosty, although somewhat weak in 
the obverse devices. A scarce, low-mintage issue, found 
much more often in well preserved proof condition than as a 
business strike. 

5079 NGC 1875 MS 64. Bright and frosty, with attractive golden 
peripheral toning. A decidedly better date in uncirculated 
condition. 

5080 NGC 1879 MS 65. A high end specimen for the grade, 
exhibiting frosty, razor sharp devices and excellent luster. A 
limited mintage date (29,100) that is many times scarcer as 
a business strike than as a proof. NGC has graded only 11 
pieces as MS 65. as compared to 70 for PR 65 examples, as 
of May, 1992. 

5081 NGC 1883 MS 64. Highly lustrous and exhibiting splashes 
of golden-violet toning on either side. 


LIBERTY NICKELS 

5088 PCGS 1883 No Cents MS 65. Highly lustrous and untoned, 
displaying a uniformly strong strike. Considering the 
availability of mint state specimens of this popular one-year 
type, surprisingly few gems have survived. 

5089 NGC 1883 No Cents MS 65. Sparkling mint luster over 
surfaces half covered in pale coppery-gold toning. 

A razor sharp specimen exhibiting deep 
satiny brilliance and traces of pale golden toning in the 
obverse fields.

Boldly struck and displaying 
equally outstanding mint luster under a whisper of blue and 
gold pastel toning. Not overly scarce in select to choice 
grades, but superb examples such as this are extremely 
elusive.

5122 NGC 1938-D MS 66. A virtual twin to the preceding coin. 
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EARLY HALF DIMES 

5123 NGC 1795 XF 40. Well balanced steel-blue and violet 
surfaces, with splashes of deeper orange coloration on the 
reverse. A pleasing, high grade example of this popular 
early half dime. 

5124 PCGS 1829 MS 65. Lustrous and razor sharp beneath a 
blend of gray, royal blue and rose toning. One of just 12 
examples of this first vear date to grade MS 65 at PCGS. as 
of May. 1992. 

5125 NGC 1830 MS 65. White and frosty, displaying razor 
sharp detail on the devices and just a hint of speckled russet 
toning at the borders.

5129 PCGS 1843 MS 65. Essentially untoned and displaying 
shimmering mint luster. A hint of die clashing is noticed on 
the reverse. A lesser-seen Stars Obverse date that is 
extremely scarce in gem grade. Just 3 specimens have 
graded equa&v at PCGS. along with 2 others in MS 66 as of 
May. 1992. 

5130 NGC 1850 MS 64. Lovely blue and russet peripheal color 
works in toward a brilliant center. A lovely example of the 
Stars obverse type. 

5131 NGC 1851-0 MS 66. A scarcer 0-mint issue in 
remarkable condition. The surfaces exhibit satiny luster and 
are virtually unmarked under swirling sea-green and golden 
toning. This is the only MS 66 graded at NGC and is 
matched by just 1 piece at PCGS. as of May, 1992. 

5132 NGC 1853 Arrows MS 65. Lustrous and very bold 
under a blanket of multi-colored toning on either side. This 
gem example is one of just 26 pieces graded as such by NGC. 
as of May, 1992. 

5133 NGC 1855-0 MS 63. Extremely sharp and lustrous on the 
obverse, exhibiting more of a satiny texture on the reverse. 
Just a trace of golden toning is visible about the borders. 

The scarcest Arrows half dime in all grades. Trends $1,225 
as of May 25, 1992. 

5134 PCGS 1857 MS 65. Frosty and especially free of surface 
marks under silvery-gray and pastel toning. A lovely, solid 
gem Stars half dime that, while considered common, has 
seen only one coin graded higher at PCGS. as of May. 1992. 

5135 NGC 1857-0 MS 67. A sparkling white example that 
looks as though it was minted yesterday. The devices are 
exceptionally frosty and struck to the hilt, giving this 
superb coin as much eye appeal as we have seen on a Stars 
Obverse half dime. NGC has graded just 2 pieces as such 
and none finer, as of May, 1992. 


5136 NGC 1858 MS 64. Lovely violet and emerald-green toning 
covers the obverse while golden-violet peripheral shades 
outline the reverse. 

5137 NGC 1858 MS 65. Well struck and toned in splashes of 
milky gray and reddish-orange. 

5138 PCGS 1858 MS 67. A spectacular coin that combines 
frosty, blemish-free surfaces and some of the prettiest 
toning we have seen on a business strike half dime.

5161 PCGS 1874 Arrows MS 64. Deep gray obverse toning covers 
the obverse while the reverse explodes into vibrant reds, 
blues, and golds. 

5162 NGC 1876 MS 66. Historic centennial year issue, lots of 
dimes were carefully put away in gent condition - NOT. 

Deep gray and multi-colored toning is draped across both 
sides of this pristine example, one of just 2 graded equally by 
NGC and with only a single coin exceeding it. as of May.

5163 PCGS 1883 MS 66. A mostly brilliant obverse with light 
golden color about the periphery and exhibiting a lovely 
light gold reverse.

5173 NGC 1897 MS 66. A beautifully toned prooflike specimen, 
displaying shades of blue, rose and vellow-gold over either 
side. NGC has graded onlv 4 pieces as such and none higher, 
as of May, 1992. 

5174 PCGS 1897-0 MS 67. A rare date in absolute wonder 
condition. Both sides of this shimmering, satiny gem display 
impeccable quality and are toned in impressive fashion. The 
obverse exhibits reddish-gold toning in the centers and is 
framed in royal blue while a more even greenish-gray toning 
is noted across the reverse. One of just 2 pieces to attain 
this lofty grade at PCGS (5/92). the finest yet graded at 
either major service. 

5175 PCGS 1898 MS 64. Lustrous and satiny surfaces with a few 
patches of pale gold toning. Good eye appeal and a good 
choice for a type set. 

5176 NGC 1898 MS 67. Pristine, fully original surfaces that 
exhibit frosty features and no noticeable distractions. Both 
sides are toned a light silvery-gray color and show gold and 
blue-green accents about the devices. A newly graded 
specimen and currentlv the onlv MS 67 certified by either 
NGC or PCGS. 

5177 NGC 1898-S MS 65. Mildly prooflike beneath splashes 
of light golden-violet toning on the obverse and russet 
toning on the reverse. One of 4 pieces graded as such by 
NGC, out of a total mint state population of a mere 6 coins, 
as of May. 1992. 

5178 NGC 1902-0 MS 65. Razor sharp and satiny, with 
streaks of pale russet toning across the obverse. Another 
elusive Barber dime issue in uncirculated condition, one of 
just 2 graded as such bv NGC. with none finer as of Mav. 
1992. 

5179 NGC 1903 MS 66. Vivid olive-gold, orange and rose toning 
covers fully detailed surfaces. Fairly scarce in all mint state 
grades, but especially elusive in such a superb state of 
preservation. NGC has graded onlv 2 like this and none 
higher, as of May. 1992. 

5180 PCGS 1904 MS 65. Frosty and basically untoned, with 
sharp high point definition. Listed as a common date, but 
this date is far from that in gem grades. PCGS has graded 
only 3 equally and none finer, as of May, 1992. 

5181 NGC 1905-S MS 64. Both sides are fully defined with 
steel-violet and blue toning on the obverse and a crescent of 
blue and russet on the reverse. NGC population: 14 as of 
April. 1992. 

5182 PCGS 1906 MS 64. Shimmering luster with lilac and gold 
toning surrounding Liberty’s portrait and a more even 
golden-orange tint on the reverse. 

5183 PCGS 1906-S MS 67. Astonishing quality for this 
scarcer S-mint date. Both sides are beautifully toned in 
rose-violet, blue and greenish-gray shades, with frosty and 
impeccable underlying surfaces. We can’t help but be 
repetitive on these figures, but our Long Beach bullet sale is 
replete with extraordinary coins. This superb specimen is 
one of just 2 pieces to grade equallv at PCGS. as of May. 
1992. ' 

5184 NGC 1907 MS 64. Bright and satiny. 

5185 NGC 1907-S MS 63. Gold and sea-green toning outlines 
either side. A very scarce date at the mint state level, this 
being the only MS 63 graded by NGC out of 7 total pieces 
grading MS 60 or higher, as of April, 1992. 

5186 PCGS 1908-0 MS 65. Both sides are toned in streaks of 
light silvery-grav color and display some green-gold 
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highlights along the lower obverse edge. A scarce Barber 
dime issue in mint state, emerging as a true rarity in gem 
condition. PCGS has graded only 3 coins in MS 65 and just 2 
higher, as of May, 1992. 

5187 NGC 1908-S MS 64. Deep satiny brilliance, with 
golden-violet accents clinging to the obverse devices. A 
scarcer date, one of 5 graded MS 64 by NGC. as of May, 

1992. 

5188 NGC 1909-D MS 65. Rich reddish-orange and steel-blue 
toning. A sub-million mintage issue that is very elusive in 
mint state. NGC has graded just 4 pieces of this quality and 
none higher, as of May, 1992. 

5189 NGC 1910 MS 63. Frosty and essentially choice, with traces 
of golden-gray toning clinging to the obverse devices. 

5190 NGC 1913 MS 62. Lovely rose-gold obverse toning, with a 
faint scratch in the field to the right. 

5191 NGC 1915-S MS 65. Milky steelv-gold toning with 
deeper specks of reddish-brown mainly about the borders. A 
low-mintage date and scarce at the mint state level. NGC 
has graded 6 coins as such and only 1 finer, as of May. 1992. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5204 PCGS 1918 MS 65 Full Bands. Quite frosty with original 
gray toning, shading to reddish-gold along the left obverse 
edge. 

5205 NGC 1919-D MS 65. Bright, satiny mint luster with 
appealing russet toning here and there about the 
peripheries. One of the rarest Mercury dimes in MS 65 
condition, made much more affordable by the lack of full 
band definition on the reverse. NGC has graded only 3 coins 
as such, as of May, 1992. 

5206 PCGS 1919-S MS 66. The first of two superb quality 
examples of this key Mercury issue. The surfaces exhibit 
shimmering mint luster, with light silverv-gray color and 
just a suggestion of golden toning along the obverse rim. 
PCGS has graded 10 coins as such, with none in the FB 
category at this grade level, as of May. 1992. 

5207 PCGS 1923 MS 65 Full Bands. Essentially brilliant with 
deep, satiny luster. 

5208 NGC 1924-S MS 65. Pale golden-rose toning with 
vibrant mint luster. A rare issue at the gem level, currently 

15/92) one of just 4 pieces graded as such by NGC. with none 
finer. 

5209 PCGS 1926-S MS 66. One of the real stoppers in the 
attempt to assemble a gem set of Mercury dimes. This lovely 
example has a deeply toned obverse with shades of violet, 
red. and green. The reverse has a brilliant center with the 
same colors from the obverse hugging the periphery. 
Destined to bring heavy bidding from the many collectors 
seeking this issue. 

5210 NGC 1930 MS 65 Full Bands. Streaky light gold toning, 
most evident on the obverse. NGC population of 15 coins 
and only 4 higher, as of May, 1992. 

5211 PCGS 1931-S MS 65. A few light streaks of orange-gold 
iridescence are visible on the obverse. Popular low-mintage 
issue. 

5212 NGC 1937 MS 67. The obverse displays rich blue and 
coppery-gold toning that lightens in the center while a pale 
golden-lilac tint covers the reverse. 

5213 NGC 1937 MS 67 Full Bands. White and frosty, displaying 
vibrant luster and no appreciable marks. NGC population of 
27 coins, as of May, 1992. 


5214 NGC 1938 MS 67. Blazing luster with just the lightest hint 
of color. 

5215 NGC 1939-D MS 67 Full Bands. Untoned with superb mint 
luster. 

5216 NGC 1940-D MS 67. Intensely lustrous and virtually 
perfect. 

5217 NGC 1941-D MS 67 Full Bands. Just a whisper of light color 
on the obverse. 

5218 NGC 1942 MS 67. Brilliant. 

5219 NGC 1942-D MS 67. Semi-prooflike obverse fields. 

5220 NGC 1943 MS 68. Outstanding quality. Surely the pick out 
of several rolls. The only coin to have been so graded by 
either of the major services. 

5221 NGC 1943-D MS 67. Shimmering mint luster. 

5222 PCGS 1944 MS 66; 1944-S MS 66; 1945 MS 66; 1945-D MS 
66: and 1945-S MS 66. all lustrous solid gem examples. 
(Total: 5 coins) 

5223 NGC 1944-D MS 67 Full Bands. Lightly toned with superb 
underlying luster. 

5224 NGC 1944-S MS 67 Full Bands. Brilliant. 

5225 NGC 1945-S MS 67. Dazzling mint brilliance. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5227 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 65. A lovely gem 
example of this rare and much-in-demand one year type 
coin. While circulated examples can generally be found 
without too much difficulty, strict mint state Arrows and 
Rays quarters are scarce and gems are of the highest order 
of rarity and desirability. The central devices of this coin 
are fully struck but there is slight softness on the peripheral 
stars. Both sides are covered with a light overlay of soft 
golden toning. According to the May population figures from 
PCGS only 6 other coins have been so graded with only 1 
piece finer. 

5228 PCGS 1874-S Arrows MS 66. Of the five issues of Arrows 
quarters, the 1874-S is the issue one is most likely to 
encounter in mint state. Still, in MS 66 condition this is 
quite a significant condition rarity. This is a lovely coin that 
has taken on an enchanting multi-layered toning of various 
pastel shades, whose coloration is intensified by the strong 
mint luster that lays just below the patina. Fully struck and 
showing no obvious marks to the casual viewer, this is an 
exceptionally attractive and significant type coin. One of 
only 15 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (5/92). 

5229 NGC 1876-CC MS 64. Semi-prooflike fields and covered 
overall with speckled iridescent toning. An attractive 
Carson City quarter that has most of the "look" of an MS 65. 

5230 NGC 1877-CC MS 64. Fully struck with prooflike fields and 
only the slightest hint of peripheral toning on each side. A 
lovely type coin that deserves a second look by anyone 
needing a high grade CC quarter. 

5231 PCGS 1877-CC MS 65. A totally original coin that has 
been left to tone naturally over the past century and more, 
resulting in a coin whose basic gray background is covered 
with speckles and flecks of rainbow iridescence and is 
slightly darker on the reverse. A significant type coin and 
one that should be of interest to anyone who appreciates 
original toning. 

5232 NGC 1877-CC MS 66. A fully struck example of this 
popular Carson City quarter that shows bright, swirling 
mint luster beneath the dabs of deep blue, golden-brown, 
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and sea-green toning seen on each side. An exceptional type 
coin for the Carson City specialist. 

5233 PCGS 1878-CC MS 65. Deeply toned in virtually every 
color of the light spectrum from indigo to pale yellow. Fully 
struck with superb mint luster and no noticeable marks on 
either side of this premium, original type coin. One of only 
10 pieces to have been so graded bv PCGS (5/92). 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5242 PCGS 1892 MS 63. Boldly struck with pale golden-gray 
toning limited to the obverse. 

5243 NGC 1892 MS 67. A superb example of this popular first 
year of issue for the Barber type. The surfaces are 
essentially perfect and the luster is intense, being thick and 
frosted beneath the multi-colored toning seen on both sides. 
An important and unimprovable type coin. 

5244 NGC 1894-S MS 66. A very scarce and overlooked issue 
that is especially difficult in gem condition. Only 1 other MS 
66 has been certified, and that is a second NGC coin. The 
luster is superb on this coin and both sides are toned, 
although differently from one another. The obverse is 
colored in deep shades of sea-green, red. and several shades 
of blue, while the reverse has more light pastel shades on 
that side. An important coin for the Barber specialist as this 
piece is tied for finest known. 

5245 NGC 1896-S MS 65. One of the keys to the Barber 
quarter series, the 1896-S is a low mintage issue that is 
rarely seen in mint state and is extremely elusive in gem 
condition. This issue has long commanded a hefty date 
premium. In 1977 a gem traded hands between dealers for 
$4600! This coin is currently tied for finest known with 4 
other pieces < 1 NGC and 3 PCGS according to the May 
figurest and none are known in higher grades This coin, as 
with many of the surviving high grade pieces, has prooflike 
fields that give the coin a "presentation'' look and seem to 
add even more importance to this already monumental date 
and condition rarity. Fully struck throughout with light 
golden toning. 

5246 NGC 1902-0 MS 65. Although not of the same caliber 

as the 1896-S above, the 1902-0 is another Barber quarter 
that is very difficult to locate in any condition of mint state. 
Gems have long been considered on the endangered species 
list with only 8 certified in MS 65 or better by the major 
services 15/92). This is a sharply struck example that 
displays bright golden-rose and blue toning over both sides. 

5247 PCGS 1902-S MS 66. A scarce and often overlooked 
Barber quarter that is very elusive with both a full strike 
and in gem condition. This coin is virtually unimpovable 
with its bright, lustrous surfaces that still show significant 
areas of original brilliance, yet are as well toned in speckles 
of deep golden, scattered around both sides. Only 3 other 
coins have been so graded by PCGS (5/92) and incredibly 
there is even 1 piece graded MS 67! 

5248 NGC 1907-0 MS 66. While most examples of this issue 
are heavily abraded, this piece is refreshingly free from all 
but the most trivial contact marks. Luster on this coin is 
outstanding and there is a smattering of golden-olive color 
over both sides. Sharply struck. Only 1 other piece has been 
so graded by NGC (5/92) while PCGS (5/92) has certified 
only 1 coin in this condition. 

5249 NGC 1912-S MS 65. Quite a difficult issue as its 
mintage would indicate with gem pieces being especially 
difficult. Only 2 other MS 65 coins have been certified by 
NGC with only 1 piece finer according to the May 
population figures. This is an attractive coin that show's 
interesting, original color that is evenly matched over both 
sides. 

5250 NGC 1913 MS 63. The soft, creamy luster is covered with a 


thin layer of light golden toning. Slightly scuffy on the 
cheek. Scarcer P-mint. 

5251 NGC 1914 MS 66. Unlike the typical 1914-P this piece is 
not weakly struck. In fact, the details are well brought up 
on both sides and even the eagle's talons are full. An 
originally toned coin with beautiful golden-brown toning 
alternating with deep russet on each side but still showing 
an occasional patch of original brilliance as well. Currently 
tied for finest known wdth one other coin (that one certified 
by PCGS). 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5252 NGC 1917 Type One MS 65. Fully struck with superb luster 
and remarkably clean surfaces. Only kept from grading MS 
66 by the presence of a couple of small planchet flakes on 
the reverse. 

5253 NGC 1917 MS 66. Superb luster with just the faintest 
overlay of light patina. A very attractive type coin that also 
seems to be lacking nothing in the strike department. 

5254 PCGS 1918 MS 64. A lightly toned, razor sharp example, 
with only a touch of flatness on Liberty’s head removing it 
from full head status. 

5255 NGC 1918-S MS 62. Very well struck and virtually of full 
head detail, with layers of golden-steel toning visible on 
both sides. 

5256 PCGS 1919-D MS 66. A sensational example of this 
elusive Standing Liberty issue. The surfaces are white and 
frosty, displaying virtually a full head and shield. One of just 
11 pieces grading as such at PCGS, with just 4 more coming 
in a point higher, as of May. 1992. 

5257 NGC 1919-D MS 66. A very scarce early date Standing 
quarter that is seldom seen in superior condition, a fact that 
is partially explained by the low mintage of only 1.9 million 
coins. This is a stunning, frosty white example that show's 
only partial head detail, but is nevertheless a significant, 
high grade example of this rare issue. One of only 6 pieces to 
have been so graded by NGC 15/92). 

5258 PCGS 1920-S MS 63. Lustrous and clean beneath a milky 
silverv-gray patina. PCGS population: 34 pieces. 

5259 PCGS 1923-S MS 63 Full Head. Fully detailed and frosty 
wdth traces of toning about the devices. This low mintage 
issue is scarce in all grades, but particularly in fully struck 
mint state condition. As of May 1992. just 11 examples have 
been graded equally at PCGS. 

5260 NGC 1928-S MS 66. Exquisite pastel toning in hues of 
russet and olive. Only one piece has been graded higher by 
either service (5/92). 

5261 PCGS 1930 MS 65. Frosty and untoned, with shimmering 
mint brilliance. The surfaces display no appreciable marks 
and a virtually full strike. 

5262 PCGS 1930 MS 64 Full Head. Streaks of deep russet toning 
on both the obverse and reverse accent the beauty of this 
coin. Wholly original, and perhaps worthy of a higher grade. 

5263 PCGS 1930-S MS 66. Brilliant and lustrous, with just a 
trace of iridescent toning on the left side of the obverse. In 
addition, the head is almost full, making this coin a most 
attractive example. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5264 PCGS 1935-S MS 64. Russet and green-gold toning frames 
the obverse. 
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5265 PCGS 1936 MS 65. Originally toned. 

5266 PCGS 1937-S MS 64. Mostly brilliant with some light olive 
toning at the lower obverse periphery. 

5267 PCGS 1938 MS 65. The obverse is covered in speckled 
gray-go Id toning. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

5269 NGC 1807 AU 55. 50 over 20 reverse. A bright and virtually 
new example of this popular two-year "sub-tvpe" with the 
taller, thinner bust and longer-necked eagle. 

5270 NGC 1821 MS 65. 0-103. R.2. Possible Specimen Striking. 
Proofs of this date are known from the dies of 0-102. 104. 
and 107 as listed in Breen's 1977 work. Whether one 
believes this is a specimen striking or not. all who view it 
will surely agree it is a spectacular coin of singular beauty. 
The fields have a glassiness that is quite deep and does not 
give way to frost an where. One might hope for just a bit 
more depth for a true specimen and perhaps that is why the 
coin was not certified as one. Another remarkable feature of 
this coin is the finely drawn, pinpoint striking details seen 
in all areas. To achieve such clarity of detail with a screw 
press it certainly would have been necessary to strike the 
planchet more than once. The surfaces overall are unusually 
clean as well, lacking the usual tiny marks that coins 
intended for circulation possess. Obviously, several 
generations of collectors have believed there was something 
special about this coin in order to hand it down to the late 
20th century in virtually the same condition as it left the 
mint 171 years ago. with only the addition of several layers 
of blue. gray, and golden patina. Only 1 other coin has been 
so graded by NGC and PCGS as well has only certified 2. 

We dare say that none of the other 3 MS 65 coins extant 
could possibly rival this piece for sheer visual appeal. 

5271 NGC 1824 MS 65. A magnificant early half, toned in deep 
shades of amber and steel-blue. Sharply struck with all hair 
above the forehead seperate and defined. No "rub" on the 
cheek as is often the case, even on mint state coins. 

5272 NGC 1827 AU 58. Virtually fully brilliant, with very light 
amber toning around the peripheries. Would fit well into an 
uncirculated type set, as there is almost no wear on this 
coin. 

5273 PCGS 1827 MS 64. Spectacular deep iridescent toning 
over velvety smooth surfaces. A completely original coin 
displaying a full 165 years of natural toning. For the 
connoisseur of early American coinage, who know and 
appreciates "the look." 

5274 PCGS 1830 AU 53. A lustrous silverv-gray example, mostly 
brilliant except for traces of golden toning about the stars 
and lettering. 

5275 PCGS 1833 XF 40. Light in color with soft highpoint details. 

5276 PCGS 1835 XF 40. Virtually untoned. 

5277 PCGS 1836 MS 64. Lettered Edge. Light gold toning with 
some violet hues on the obverse. A tough coin in high grade, 
with only four pieces graded higher by either service 15/92). 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

5278 PCGS 1840 MS 62 Reverse of 1839. White and lustrous. The 
head of Liberty and the stars are well struck, with only a 
few light obverse hairlines precluding a higher grade. 

5279 NGC 1844-0 MS 64. Early No Motto halves in the higher 
grades of mint state are always a rare find, but there are 
very few extant from the New Orleans mint. This is one of 
perhaps only 12-15 pieces that exist today in any

uncirculated condition. This coin is fully struck in all areas, 
the design details being completely popped up from the 
smooth, virtually unbroken fields. Toned a uniform 
gray-olive with a touch of lavender in the center of the 
obverse. Only one other coin has been so graded by NGC 
with one piece finer (4/92), none have been certified in this 
high a grade by PCGS. 

5280 PCGS 1855-0 MS 63 Arrows. Sharply struck and untoned. 

A nice example of this two-year type, ideal for the collector 
who likes bright coins. 

5281 PCGS 1856-0 MS 64. A razor-sharp strike, with every 
star, and hair in Liberty’s head fully defined. Lustrous 
surfaces, free from any toning whatsoever. 

5282 NGC 1861-0 MS 64. Type II reverse, probably struck after 
the rebel takeover of the' mint at the end of February. 1861. 
Both the obverse and reverse display mixed russet, 
steel-blue and sea green toning. An interesting and 
historical coin, and the last half to emerge from New 
Orleans for over thirty years. 

5283 PCGS 1877 MS 64. Frosty white luster on the devices 
with semi-prooflike fields. A blazing piece, with outstanding 
eye appeal. 

5284 PCGS 1877-S MS 66 A superb coin with rich russet centers 
surrounded by iridescent turquoise. An incredible and fully 
struck specimen, with only two others graded MS 66 by 
PCGS and none finer from either service (5/92). 

5285 NGC 1883 MS 66. Multicolored iridescent toning 
surrounds the devices with smooth steel-gray fields. A 
stunning, original example of this low-mintage coin, with 
none graded higher by either service (5/92 ). 

5286 NGC 1884 MS 66. A breathtakingly beautiful piece, 
displaying a pale, iridescent rose-gold color which slowly 
fades to a deep violet blue at the lower left port ion of the 
obverse. The reverse shows a transluscent gold hue, with 
deeper shades of russet and blue towards the top. As if the 
color alone were not enough, the coin is fully struck, with 
the centers of every star sharp. One of only two 66's graded 
by NGC. with one finer. PCGS has certified two MS-66s, 
and none higher (5/92). This nearly flawless gem is certainly 
one of the finest known examples of this extremely low 
mintage (4400 pcs.) half. 

5287 NGC 1884 MS 66. The other 66 graded by NGC! This piece 
also displays iridescent toning in shades of russet , gold and 
amber. Razor-sharp strike with full definition in the stars 
and the head of Liberty. This sale presents a rare 
opportunity to choose between two of the finest known 
examples of this scarce date. 

5288 NGC 1887 MS 66. Brilliant white centers surrounded by 
gold and russet toning. The devices are frosted while the 
fields display deep reflectivity. 

5289 NGC 1890 MS 64. Prooflike fields with a light patina of 
steel grey and blue. Sharply struck and quite flashy. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

5294 NGC 1892-S MS 65. A frosty white and lustrous piece, with 
pale russet toning around the edges. Some cameo contrast is 
evident, particularly on the obverse. Attractive and ideal for 
a gem type set. 

5295 NGC 1895-S MS 66. The obverse displays a curtain of deep 
multi-colored iridescent toning while the reverse is frosty 
white with speckled dark amber color. One of only two 
MS-66s from either service with only one piece graded 
higher. Certainly one of the finest known of this scarcer 
date. 

5296 PCGS 1897-0 MS 66. Prooflike fields with light cameo 
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contrast. A light sprinkling of golden toning near the 
periphery adds to the character of this rarity. One of only 
two 66s graded by PCGS, with none in that grade from 
NGC. In addition, no finer pieces have been certified by 
either service < 5/92). An elite coin for the specialist. 

5297 PCGS 1898-0 MS 64. Both the obverse and reverse show 
moderate toning in shades of russet and amber. Typical 
stike from New Orleans with some weakness at the centers. 

5298 NGC 1899-0 MS 64. An even gunmetal gray color which 
displays flashes of underlying gold in the light. Once again, 
a typical New Orleans strike. 

5299 PCGS 1899-S \IS 66. A brilliant white and deeply lustrous 
piece with outstanding eye appeal. Incredible strike and 
satiny smooth fields combine to make this piece extremely 
desirable for the type collector who prefers untoned coins. 
No pieces have been graded higher from either service 


5300 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Subdued luster beneath a pale gold 
patina. Only two pieces have been graded higher by the two 
major services (5/92). 

5301 PCGS 1902-0 MS 64. A blanket of rich gold toning covers 
both sides. Reasonably well struck for a New Orleans issue. 

5302 NGC 1904 MS 65. Interestingly toned. The left side of the 
obverse is a deep aquamarine color, the right side is a 
mixture of russet and gold. The reverse is more concentric, 
with a blue-green center and gold, russet and violet colors 
towards the edges. Quite a palette! 

5303 PCGS 1904-0 MS 66. Widely scattered patches of toning 
over intensely lustrous surfaces. Very well struck and 
possessing excellent eve appeal. PCGS and NGC have 
graded only two pieces MS 66. and none higher (5/921. 
Easily one of the finest extant. 

5304 NGC 1906-D MS 66. Brilliant, with deep and frosty luster 
over nearly flawless surfaces. Another coin for those who 
eschew toned pieces, and certainly high on the eye appeal 
scale. The finest certified to date, with no other 66s (or 
higher grades ) from either service (5/92). 

5305 PCGS 1907-0 MS 65. Toned in shades of steel-gray and 
amber. Good strike and with only one 66 certified by PCGS 
and one by NGC (5/92), this piece is among the finest 
available. 

5306 PCGS 1908-0 MS 67. An incredible gem. with splashes of 
pastel toning on both the obverse and reverse. The colors 
are vibrant, with shades of amber, russet, gold and blue 
most apparent. The underlying surfaces display thick, 
original mint frost. One of the most spectacular Barber 
Halves anywhere. No MS-68s have been certified by either 
service 15/92) making this piece among the finest known for 
the type! An extremely rare opportunity to own the best. 

5307 NGC 1910 MS 60. Lustrous and untoned, but plagued by a 
number of small bagmarks. Really better looking than it 
sounds, and would fit well in a budget uncirculated type set. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

5313 PCGS 1917 MS 64. The obverse displays a thick ring of deep 
violet, rose and yellow-gold toning while an even 
golden-gray color is seen on the reverse. 

5314 NGC 1918 MS 64. Fully struck and deeply toned. An 
appealing coin if one appreciates deep colors. 

5315 NGC 1918-S MS 64. A difficult coin in high grades in 
spite of a large mintage of over 10 million pieces. This coin 
is much better struck than average for this issue with good 
hand definition and only slight softness on the head and in 
the center of the eagle. Lightly toned. 


5316 NGC 1919 MS 65. A very scarce, low mintage early Walker 
that has long lived in the shadows of the even rarer D and S 
coins. It is. however, a rare issue in its own right, especially 
in gem condition. This coin is fully struck in all areas, the 
striking details being so sharp that they fully compare with 
later P-mint coins, such as the 1943-P. The surfaces appear 
free from abrasions and both sides are covered with an 
attractive grav-golden toning. Exceptionally lustrous also. 
This piece is one of only 14 to have been so graded by NGC 
(5/92). 

5317 NGC 1923-S MS 63. Slightly soft in the centers, there is an 
arc of rainbow iridescence on both sides of the figure of 
Liberty as well as around most of the rim on the reverse. 
Scarce. 

5318 PCGS 1929-D MS 66. Fully struck in all areas, the 
bright, sparkling mint luster is partially covered on both 
sides by a fight golden-olive patina. Naturally, this is a very 
elusive date in this grade with PCGS 15/92) having only 
certified a total of 6 coins. 

5319 PCGS 1929-S MS 64. Sharply struck with superb mint 
frost that lies shimmering just beneath the overlay of fight, 
even patina that covers both sides. A lovely, high end 
example of this scarce date from the 1920s. Trends $685 


5320 NGC 1934 MS 65. Full strike. 

5321 PCGS 1935-D MS 65. Milky silvery-grav surfaces. A tougher 
date that increases dramatically in rarity as the grade 
reaches the gem level. 

5322 PCGS 1936 MS 65. Highly lustrous with a splash of delicate 
golden color on the obverse. 

5323 PCGS 1936 MS 65. Bright and satiny. 

5324 PCGS 1936-D MS 64. Lustrous. 

5325 PCGS 1936-S MS 64. Pale yellow-gold highlights. 

5326 NGC 1936-S MS 64. Silverv-gray in color with a hard, 
satiny luster. 

5327 PCGS 1937-D MS 62. 

5328 NGC 1937-S MS 64. Bright luster beneath the fight toning. 

5329 PCGS 1938 MS 64. Brilliant. 

5330 PCGS 1938 MS 65. Fully struck with a hint of fight 
peripheral color. 

5331 PCGS 1938-D MS 63. Light silvery-grav with traces of 
golden toning along the obverse edge. An affordable mint 
state example of this popular low-mintage key. 

5332 NGC 1939 MS 65. Brilliant. 

5333 NGC 1939-D MS 65. Sharply struck and brilliant. 

5334 NGC 1939-S MS 65. Fully struck with bright lustrous 
surfaces. Toned. 

5335 NGC 1940-S MS 65. Softly struck in the centers but highly 
lustrous and nicely toned. 

5336 PCGS A complete "short set" of Walking Liberty half dollars 
from 1941-1947, all MS 64 examples. Each coin is fully 
brilliant or lightly toned and displays a strong strike for the 
date and mintmark. (Total: 20 coinsi 

5337 PCGS 1941 MS 67. Virtually perfect surfaces and mostly 
untoned with bright satiny mint luster. Unbeatable quality 
in a Walking Liberty type coin. 

5338 NGC 1941-D MS 65. Brilliant. 
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5339 PCGS 1941-S MS 64. Lightly toned with an above average 
strike. 

5340 PCGS 1942-S MS 64. Well struck and lightly toned. 

5341 NGC 1942-S MS 65. A very sharply struck coin with bright, 
dazzling surfaces and showing a few die striations that 
impart a semi-prooflikeness to the fields. 

5342 PCGS 1943 MS 65. Bright luster with a whisper of 
yellow-gold toning. 

5343 PCGS 1943 MS 65. Semi-prooflike. 

5344 PCGS 1943-D MS 64. 

5345 PCGS 1943-S MS 64. Lustrous, untoned and very well 
struck. 

5346 NGC 1943-S MS 65. Frosty white and very well struck for 
the date. 

5347 PCGS 1945 MS 65. Thick, frosty mint luster. 

5348 PCGS 1945-D MS 65. Full strike. 

5349 NGC 1945-S MS 65. Well struck with excellent luster. 

5350 PCGS 1946 MS 65. Soft golden toning atop lustrous 
surfaces. 

5351 PCGS 1946 MS 65. Satiny. 

5352 NGC 1946-D MS 65. Fully struck. 

5353 NGC 1946-S MS 65. Well struck for an S-mint with 
excellent luster. 


EARLY DOLLARS 

5360 NGC 1799 XF 45. B-21. Natural steel-violet and golden 
surfaces that are evenly and well struck and. other than a 
few minor rim bumps, show few of the normal distractions 
found on these early silver issues. 

5361 AN ACS 1799 AU 50. Bright untoned surfaces displaying 
excellent sharpness on the high points. Although this coin 
has obviously been dipped to achieve its brilliant status, the 
ample amount of remaining luster and relat ively defect-free 
surfaces are definitely a plus. 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS 

5363 NGC 1847 AU 55. Steel-gray, olive-gold and blue toning. 

The surfaces are quite sharp and free of abrasions, but 
appear to have received an old cleaning. 

5364 NGC 1859-0 MS 63. Although this date is almost as 
common as the 1860-0 No Motto Seated dollar, you may be 
surprised to know that the population is only 8 . There is no 
doubt that BU examples of this date are readily available, 
but they are typically bag marked to death. To find a nice 
example of the date grading MS 63 or better is a difficult 
task. If you are assembling a BU type set you will not find a 
more pleasing example of this type for the grade. Light 
toning and a sharp strike add a great deal of appeal to the 
coin. It has the "look" of a coin two points higher in grade. 
Only scattered hairlines under the toning prevent a higher 
grade.

5369 NGC 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 63 Deep Mirror 


Prooflike. Silvery-gray surfaces, fully reflective on both 
sides. 

5370 PCGS 1878-S MS 64. Mottled orange-gold obverse toning. 

5371 PCGS 1879-S MS 66. Creamy smooth devices set against 
semi-prooflike fields. 

5372 NGC 1880-S MS 64 Prooflike. Very frosty and bordering on 
DPL surfaces. 

5373 NGC 1880-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Highly reflective 
with minimal contrast for this date. 

5374 NGC 1880-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Stark white on 
black cameo effect. 

5375 PCGS 1881-CC MS 65. A lovely example of this popular 
issue. The obverse is adorned with a golden layer of color 
while the reverse remains fully brilliant. 

5376 PCGS 1881-S MS 64. Moderately prooflike on the obverse. 

5377 NGC 1881-S MS 65. Creamy smooth surfaces with just a 
whisper of mottled silvery-gold color. 

5378 NGC 1881-S MS 65. Rich violet and copperv-gold toning in 
the protected areas of the obverse. The reverse is ultra 
frosty and essentially perfect. 

5379 NGC 1881-S MS 65. The obverse displays mottled 

apple-green and orange iridescent toning, along with flashes 
of bright rose in the centers. 

5380 ANACS 1881-S MS 66. The perfect coin for the dollar 
collector who loves toning. 

5381 PCGS 1881-S MS 64 Prooflike. Fully brilliant with a bit 
deeper reflectivity on the obverse. 

5382 NGC 1881-S MS 64 Prooflike. 

5383 NGC 1881-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A hint of milky 
gray-gold toning is visible on both sides. 

5384 PCGS 1882-CC MS 65. Clean and frosty, with hints of 
golden color on either side. 

5385 NGC 1882-S MS 65. The obverse is highlighted in 
orange-gold toning, while a crescent of multi-colored toning 
covers over half of the reverse. 

5386 PCGS 1883-CC MS 64. Mottled grav-gold toning. 

5387 PCGS 1883-CC MS 65. Boldly struck with shimmering 
cartwheel brilliance. 

5388 ANACS 1884-CC MS 64. Typical chatter marks.

5396 PCGS 1887-0 MS 63. Very well struck for the date, with 
subtle pinkish-gold highlights here and there on the 
obverse. 

5397 PCGS 1887-S MS 63. Deep russet reverse toning with 
lighter shades on the obverse. As nice as you can find for the 
grade. 

5398 PCGS 1887-S MS 64. Beautifully toned with green and 
orange-gold iridescent highlights visible on both obverse and 
reverse. A colorful example of this scarcer issue, in its 
highest affordable condition. 

5399 NGC 1888-0 MS 64. Nicely toned obverse with a brilliant 
reverse. 

5400 PCGS 1888-S MS 63. Booming luster with light peripheral 
toning. 

5401 NGC 1889 MS 64. Pale violet and green-gold toning across 
the left side of the obverse. The reverse is outlined in 
attractive golden-russet toning. 

5402 PCGS 1889-CC MS 61 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A 

very pleasing and affordable example of this popular date. 
The 1889-CC has always sent the hearts of dollar collectors 
racing as fast as A1 Unser. Jr. The popularity of the Morgan 
series combined with the rarity of the date makes this lot 
one of the most popular coins in the sale. There certainly 
are other coins in this auction worth more, and many others 
that grade higher, but when this lot comes up you will see 
the bidder cards flying in the room. 

5403 NGC 1889-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Untoned with 
strong highpoint detail in the centers. One of just 7 pieces 
graded MS 63 DPL by NGC, as of April. 1992 

5405 PCGS 1889-S MS 64. Superb mint frost lies beneath the 
several layers of golden-brown and lilac toning. Very clean, 
this is a nice, upper-end example of this scarce issue 

5406 NGC 1890 MS 64. 

5407 PCGS 1891 MS 63. Light silvery-grav toning covers the 
obverse. 

5408 NGC 1891-CC MS 64. A popular "late date"’ in the Carson 
City run. 

5409 NGC 1891-S MS 64. A lovely high-end coin for the grade 
Although the obveise is mostly brilliant with a touch of 
color, the reverse is deeply toned in lovely shades of russet 
and blue. Certain to bring well over 64 money. 

5411 PCGS 1893 MS 65. A rare and popular Morgan dollar that 
sports a mintage of only 389,792 pieces, ninth lowest in the 
entire series. As with most ’93-P dollars this piece is well 
struck and has attractive frosty luster. It does, however, 
have unusually clean surfaces that only show minor luster 
breaks. As a gem it is quite scarce with only 31 coins having 
been so graded by PCGS < 5/92 > and none have been certified 
in higher grades. Trends $5750 (5 11). 

5412 PCGS 1896 MS 64. The obverse is toned in streaks of 
orange-gold and gray with speckled iridescent hues. 

5413 PCGS 1896 MS 65. An originally toned gem that was once 
taped down from the obverse, as the lighter areas are still 
clearly visible to the right and to the left of Liberty’s 
portrait. 

5415 PCGS 1897-S MS 64. Lightly toned. 

5416 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Yet another minimally abraded 
specimen, this one with dashes of lilac and golden toning on 
either side. 
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5417 NGC 1897-S MS 65. The Redfield hoard assured that this 
date would forever remain available and affordable in lower 
grades of mint state. Finding a true MS 65. however, is not 
a simple task. This particular example is especially pleasing 
with the smooth rounded cheek of Ms. Liberty. 

5418 PCGS 1898 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Next. 

5419 PCGS 1898-0 MS 65. One of only 3530 to be so graded. 

5420 NGC 1898-S MS 64. Light golden toning. 

5421 NGC 1899 MS 65. A gem example of this popular 
low-mintage date. The surfaces are satiny white and 
particularly clean on the obverse, showing only a streak of 
light golden-brown toning across the reverse. 

5422 NGC 1899-0 MS 65. Richly toned in milky lilac-grav and 
burnt-orange shades. 

5423 NGC 1900-S MS 64. Wholly origmal with attractive 
golden-orange, rose and green iridescent highlights. 

5424 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Natural silvery-gray and golden toning 
on both sides. 

5425 NGC 1902 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Delicate 
golden-grav toning shadows the devices. This is a very rare 
item with the gray brilliant surfaces reflective enough to 
achieve DMPL status. Only 3 specimens in all mint state 
grades have received a DPL designation from NGC and 
none from PCGS. as of May. 1992. 

5426 NGC 1902-0 MS 65. 

5427 ANACS 1903 MS 65. Mostly brilliant and struck in full 
detail. 

5428 PCGS 1903-0 MS 64. Semi-prooflike with pale golden-grav 
toning shadowing the devices. 

5429 NGC 1904 MS 63. Thick, satiny brilliance and showing only 
a couple of splashes of golden color along the obverse edge. 

5430 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Extremely bold and lustrous for this 
tough issue, with a gem reverse and only a few scattered 
abrasions on the obverse. 

5431 PCGS 1904-0 MS 65. A premium coin due to its 
reddish-gold, lilac and blue obverse toning. 

5432 PCGS 1904-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Fully brilliant 
and deep enough to shave with. This date often comes in 
gem condition and often comes prooflike, but throw in 
deeper reflectivity and out comes a scarce coin. PCGS has 
graded only 41 coins in 65 DMPL. as of May. 1992. 

5433 ANACS 1904-S MS 62. Mostly brilliant and struck with 
particularly strong detail for this elusive issue. There is no 
question about this coin’s " newness."" just a faint scratch on 
Liberty’s cheek keeps it from a higher grade. Scarce and 
always in demand. 

5434 PCGS 1921 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A scarce, low-pop 
date with deeplv mirrored surfaces. This is the only 62 
DMPL graded by PCGS (5/92) out of 10 total DMPL 
specimens. 

5435 ANACS 1921 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Traces of golden 
toning along the upper obverse border. Both sides exhibit 
watery brilliance in the fields. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

5437 PCGS 1895 PR 55. Well hairlined on the obverse, but 

still displaying considerable flash and proof brilliance. The 
reverse is quite a bit nicer and. by itself, would grade PR 63 
or so. Really quite desirable for a coin of this grade and an 
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example of this famous proof-only Morgan that might fit 
into a few more budgets than a higher grade piece. 

5438 PCGS 1921 Zerbe PR 65. Fully detailed silvery-grav 
surfaces, with russet and olive-green accents about the 
stars, date and lettering. A small, but undetermined amount 
of these special strikes were issued, but we do know that 
gems are extremely elusive as most specimens have been 
harshly cleaned through the years. PCGS has graded just 5 
pieces as such, the highest grade assigned as of May. 1992. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

5439 PCGS 1922-D MS 65. White and frosty, with few 
appreciable marks on the obverse, although the usual die 
breaks encircle the right half. 

5440 NGC 1922-S MS 64. Deep rose-violet and green-gold toning. 

5441 NGC 1924 MS 65. A very attractive Peace dollar that not 
only possesses superb mint luster but has a slightly 
granular texture to the surfaces as well. The fields and 
devices are surprisingly free from the usual abrasions and 
overall the coin presents very well. 

5442 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Clean and frosty, with shimmering mint 
luster. 

5443 NGC 1925-S MS 63. Mostly brilliant. 

5444 NGC 1926 MS 64. Steel-violet toning with deeper specks of 
reddish-brown about the central devices. 

5445 PCGS 1927 MS 63. Very lustrous, displaying an extremely 
clean obverse and splashes of light golden-brown toning 
here and there. 

5446 PCGS 1927-S MS 64. Delicate lilac and gold toning is visible 
on both sides. 

5447 NGC 1927-S MS 65. Soft golden-violet toning, barely 
visible over-clean and frosty surfaces. Gem examples of this 
low-mintage date are very elusive, with NGC having graded 
only 13 pieces as such and just 1 finer, as of May. 1992. 

5448 NGC 1934-D MS 63. Light mottled golden-russet toning on 
the obverse, with deeper streaks of violet-brown coloration 
across the eagle. 

5449 NGC 1934-D MS 65. Attractive golden-orange, russet 
and lime-green toning is layered across both obverse and 
reverse. The underlying surfaces are minimally abraded and 
highly lustrous. 

5450 NGC 1935 MS 64. Speckled russet toning appears on both 
sides of the clean, satiny surfaces. 


ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5451 PCGS 1849 No L MS 65. Open Wreath. Dazzling 
golden-orange surfaces, fully lustrous and struck with 
impeccable detail. PCGS has graded only 9 pieces as such, 
wdth just 2 higher as of May, 1992. 

5452 PCGS 1861-D AU 50. A lustrous, yellow-gold example of 
this famous gold dollar rarity, struck from an unknown 
mintage after the Confederacy had taken possession of the 
mint in Dahlonega. Akers estimates the number struck at 
1,200 to 1,500. noting that most specimens are weakly 
struck ( as is the obverse of the present example). Like all 
examples seen, the U in UNITED is quite weak. PCGS has 
graded 4 pieces as such, along with 4 others in AU 55. as of 
April. 1992. 

5453 NGC 1862 MS 60. Frosty and quite flashy for the grade, 
limited in grade by scattered obverse field marks. 


5454 PCGS 1872 XF 45. Richly colored with modest prooflike 
tendencies. Scarcer date, one of just 3.500 business strikes 
issued. Trends $305 in XF 40 and $400 in AU 50 (5/18). 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5456 PCGS 1903 MS 65. A creamy example of this very popular 
gold type coin. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5458 PCGS 1910 MS 63. Fully struck with sparkling mint luster. 

5459 NGC 1911 MS 63. Rich golden-orange color. 

5460 AN ACS 1911-D XF 45. A few light marks are noted above 
the Indian’s head. Weak mintmark. 


THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5461 PCGS 1854 AU 50. First year of issue for this odd 
denomination and the only year to employ the small letters 
on the reverse. This coin has a few contact marks but 
retains a significant amount of original luster in the more 
sheltered areas and deep orange color on the highpoints of 
the design. 

5462 PCGS 1855-S VF 20. A very scarce issue and one that is 
highly regarded among specialists in the series. Not only did 
attrition take a heavy toll on the 6,000 pieces struck, but it 
is a major numismatic event when an AU 1855-S comes onto 
the market. This is a pleasing, original coin with attractive, 
light color that shows no detracting field marks. Trends 
$800 15/18). 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

5463 PCGS 1813 MS 64. As the first year of the Small Size 
Capped Bust half eagles, the 1813 holds a prestigious 
position among 19th century gold coins. Several of the most 
famous rarities in all of U.S. numismatics are in this series. 
This is a compelling coin that is difficult to put down once 
seen. It is so rare to locate any early U.S. coin with its full 
mint bloom still intact, and especially so among early gold. 
The luster is thick and satiny, being smooth and largely 
unbroken by contact marks on either side. There is just a 
touch of localized striking softness on the upper hair curls, 
the lower ones being sharply defined as are the stars and 
eagle's plumage. One of only 4 pieces to have been so graded 
bv PCGS (5/92) with onlv 2 coins finer. Trends $29,000 
(5/18). 

5464 ANACS 1834 Plain 4 XF 40. Clean surfaces for the grade 
with the usual softness in the centers. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5465 NGC 1840-0 XF 40. A slightly scarcer early Coronet half 
eagle that is also the first year of issue for this 
denomination from the New Orleans mint. This is an 
attractive, well struck piece with no distracting marks on 
either side. Trends $750 (5/18). 

5466 NGC 1852 AU 55. Excellent remaining luster with a few 
field marks. 

5467 NGC 1854-C AU 55. In spite of its ample mintage of 39,283 
coins, the 1854-C is a scarce and underrated Charlotte half 
eagle that is especially difficult in AU condition. Only 6-7 
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pieces are believed to exist in this grade. This coin was 
struck from the first die pairing of the year that shows a 
weak mintmark above the V in FIVE. The sin-faces are 
bright and semi-prooflike but a trifle softly struck on the 
reverse. Trends $4050 in AU 50, $10,250 in MS 60 (5/18). 

5468 NGC 1855 AU 58. Moderately abraded and showing just a 
hint of friction on the highest points. The fields retain 
vitually all of their original mint brilliance. Like any No 
Motto half eagle, quite difficult to find in full mint state. 
Trends $400 in AU 50 and $2,600 in MS 60 15/18). 

5469 PCGS 1861 MS 62. One of the more commonly encountered 
No Motto fives, but still a desirable coin in any condition of 
mint state. Fully struck with attractive rose colored patina 
within the recesses of the design. Only 9 pieces have been so 
graded by PCGS (5/92). 

5470 PCGS 1880 MS 63. Fully struck with rich coloration. 

5471 PCGS 1886-S MS 60. Well struck. 

5472 NGC 1895 MS 60. Semi-prooflike obverse fields. 

5473 PCGS 1897-S MS 60. A scarce and overlooked late date half 
eagle. 

5474 NGC 1904 MS 61. Rich orange-gold color and very clean for 
the grade. 

5475 PCGS 1907-D MS 65. An exceptionally pleasing 
Coronet five that shows only a few trivial marks on either 
side, none of which are cause for any concern. The real focal 
point of this coin, however, is the superb luster and color. 
The luster is smooth and satiny and each side has a very 
attractive, yet subtle, overlay of light reddish patina. An 
appealing type coin. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLE 

5476 PCGS 1908-S MS 65. A very scarce mintmarked Indian 
five with an impressively low mintage of only 82,000 pieces. 

This is a well struck coin with the usually seen soft frosted 
luster and rich orange-red color. One of only 8 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS (5/92) with 5 in higher grades. 

5477 NGC 1909 MS 64. A nice example of this difficult 20th 
century type coin. Relatively abrasion-free, the surfaces 
show excellent luster and rich reddish color. 

5478 NGC 1909-D MS 61. Yellow-gold color. 

5479 PCGS 1910 MS 64. An exceptionally pleasing type coin 
that is highly lustrous and free from the usually numerous 
abrasions that seem to be the signignature feature of this 
design. Struck to the nth degree and showing even reddish 
color over both sides. 

5480 PCGS 1910-D MS 61. Very frosty and displaying attractive, 
original color, but downgraded by scattered abrasions. 

5481 NGC 1910-S MS 61. Fairly well struck with appealing 
copperv-gold color. A rare coin at the uncirculated level, 
with the vast majority of specimens grading XF or less. As 
of April. 1992. just 2 examples have graded as such at NGC. 
out of a total mint state population of only 13 coins. 

5482 PCGS 1913-S MS 61. Lustrous green-gold surfaces, 
with few appreciable marks and the usual indistinct 
mintmark. Another in this impressive run of rare S-mint 
half eagles, one of 9 specimens grading MS 61 at PCGS and 
18 for all mint state grades, as of May, 1992. 

5483 PCGS 1915-S MS 61. Bright and lustrous, with patchy 
orange-gold highlights visible here and there. The mintmark 
appears strong on the part facing the border and somewhat 
weak on the inner portion. A major rarity in the Indian half 
eagle series in uncirculated grades, with perhaps only a few ' 
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dozen specimens known to exist. PCGS has graded only 7 
pieces similarly and just 17 in all grades of MS 60 or better, 
as of May. 1992. 

5484 PCGS 1916-S MS 64. A very scarce S-mint Indian five 
that remains elusive in MS 64 and better condition in spite 
of a hoard of lower quality pieces that surfaced a few years 
ago. This is a well struck example that has bright frosted 
surfaces that display a rich reddish-coppery color. Only 8 
pieces have been certified in this grade by PCGS according 
to their May Population Report with only 1 coin finer. 
Trends $137300 (5/18). Ex: Boys Town Sale (Superior. 5/90). 
lot 5643, flip accompanies. 

5485 PCGS 1929 MS 63. The key issue in the series of Indian 
half eagles, the 1929 is almost always found in mint state as 
very few of the 662.000 pieces struck found their way into 
the'channels of commerce. This coin has excellent luster 
and a frosty texture, with a moderate reddish patina 
covering both sides. There are a couple of contact marks on 
the cheek of the Native American that account for the 
grade. Very rare as an issue and seldom seen. Only 21 pieces 
have been certified bv PCGS (5,92) in MS 63 witha mere i 
any finer (all MS 64k Trends $9750(5/18). 


EARLY EAGLE 

5486 PCGS 1801 MS 60. Although lightly abraded, as one would 
infer from the grade, this early ten has full mint luster and 
is a very elusive early type coin in strict mint state. Demand 
for these early gold coins continues to rise as collectors 
become less interested in more modern issues and realize 
the value and true scarcity represented by these early 
pieces. Nor can their historic value be ignored. 1801 was the 
first year of Thomas Jefferson’s first term of office as 
president of the young republic. Little was known of the 
western part of the continent and indeed, we did not even 
own the immense territory known as the Louisiana 
Purchase until two years after this coin was struck. Own a 
part of history and know that only 11 other coins have been 
certified in MS 60 by PCGS according to the May population 
figures. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5487 NGC 1852 AU 50. A slightly scarcer P-mint No Motto ten 
that is well struck in the centers and shows a few scattered 
handling marks that are normal for a coin of this grade. 
Trends $ 1300 (5/18). 

5488 NGC 1854-0 XF 40. Small Date. An evenly worn and 
pleasing green-gold specimen, free of any serious 
distractions. Trends $675 <5/18). 

5489 NGC 1855 XF 45. Well abraded in the open areas, but 
exhibiting a pleasing copperv-gold patina about the devices. 
A scarce No Motto ten, most often seen in lesser grades. 

5490 NGC 1859 XF 40. A scarce No Motto ten with a mintage of 
only 16,093 pieces. This coin has attractive and totally 
original surfaces with reddish-gray accents over the basic 
orange-gold color. The strike is somewhat irregular and 
there are a few scattered handling marks on each side, the 
only worthy of mention being in the left reverse field below 
the eagle's wing. Trends $900 (5/18). 

5491 PCGS 1874-CC VF 20. An original example of this scarce 
Carson City ten. The softness of strike this issue is known 
for matters little at the VF 20 level. Clean fields and 
devices. Trends $900(5/18). 

5492 NGC 1877-S VF 20. A scarce and underrated issue. This is 
an attractive piece that shows rich reddish-coppery color 
and good central details on the eagle. Trends $650 (5/18). 

5493 PCGS 1878-S VF 35. Like the 1877-S, the ’78-S is another

It is much more difficult than its mintage of 26.100 would 
suggest with only a handful of coins known finer than the 
typical VF-XF piece. This is a well struck coin with bright, 
almost yellow-gold color, and fields that show only scattered 
minor abrasions. Trends $775 in VF 20. $1800 in XF 40 
(5/18). 

5494 PCGS 1894-S XF 40. Scarce and seldom seen finer. Trends 
$390(5/18). 

5495 PCGS 1901-S MS 65. Vibrant luster and eve-grabbing 
orange-gold color, all with minimal surface marks. The most 
common date of its type in gem condition, but what a flashy 
looking Liberty ten. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

5497 PCGS 1908 No Motto MS 65. Struck in only two years, 
the 1908 is definitely the rarer of the two Philadelphia No 
Motto issues by a considerable margin. The mintage of the 
1908 NM was only 33,500, second lowest in the entire 
series. This is an exceptionally attractive coin with thick 
satiny luster and showing variegated pink and orange-gold 
color over both sides. One of only 7 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS (5/92) with none finer. 

5498 PCGS 1909-S MS 64. A scarcer ten Indian that is quite 
difficult to locate in MS 64-65 condition, most of the few 
known pieces being locked away in major collections. There 
are a few minor marks on each side of this piece, but only 
one of them (a thin abrasion on the chin) is of enough 
importance to keep this coin from grading higher. The 
mildly frosted luster has a pleasing pinkish-rose caste and 
there is a slight granularity noted in the fields. One of 23 
coins to have been so graded with only 3 pieces finer 
according to the May population figures from PCGS. 

5499 NGC 1912-S MS 61. A scarce, condition census ten-dollar 
Indian. Extensively bagmarked but retaining all its original 
bright frosted mint luster. 

5500 PCGS 1912-S MS 64. As mentioned in the previous lot. 
the 1912-S is a condition rarity in this difficult 20th century 
series. How rare? Here is what David Akers wrote in his 
latest book on 20th century gold: "...a very difficult issue to 
obtain in high grade and. for the 1912-S. "high grade" starts 
at MS 63. When one factors overall appearance and "eve 
appeal" into the rarity equation, the 1912-S emerges as one 
of the absolute rarest issues of the series since, as I have 
already inferred, "high grade and attractive" and "1912-S 
eagle" are almost mutually exclusive terms." This coin, 
however, seems to have bridged those two "mutually 
exclusive terms." It is high grade. MS 64. and as such one of 
only 4 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (5/92) with 
only 2 pieces finer. It is also an attractive coin, one with 
subdued satiny luster and light reddish color that does not 
displaying any large or detracting contact marks. 

5501 PCGS 1932 MS 66. While this date is widely knowm as the 
most frequently encountered one in the series as well as the 
one that is most often encountered with the most pleasing, 
lustrous coins, it is very seldom that one sees a coin with 
such intense luster and immediate eye appeal as this one. 
The surfaces appear to be virtually perfect with no 
mentionable or detracting marks. There are a couple,of 
small copper stains on each side, created by the improper 
mixture of the gold/copper alloy, but that is as far as 
negative comments go concerning this coin. One of only 5 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. and of course, none 
are finer. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5502 NGC 1852 AU 50. An original coin with sharply defined 
features. 


5503 NGC 1860 XF 45. Well struck with numerous light 
abrasions on each side. 

5504 NGC 1861 AU 55. Good remaining luster but slightly baggy. 

5505 PCGS 1862 MS 62. An exceptionally rare Type One twenty 
that is one of the rarest dates in the series in uncirculated 
condition. Only one other coin has been certified in mint 
state by either of the two major grading services, and that 
coin is "an NGC MS 62. making those two tied for finest 
known. This piece is fully struck in all areas and has bright 
orange and pink tinted mint luster. Minimally abraded with 
onlv scattered small marks on either side. Trends $15,000 in 
MS 60, $40,000 in MS 63 (5/18). 

5506 NGC 1873-S AU 58. Closed 3. The surfaces are quite frosty, 
but display the typical heavy abrasions that keep it out of 
the uncirculated class. Trends $600 in AU 50 and $1,950 in 
MS 60 (5/18). 

5507 NGC 1874-CC XF 45. One of the more commonly seen 
Carson City twenties and as such an affordable type coin. 
This piece has bright surfaces and is well struck with a 
number of small, scattered abrasions. Trends $850 in XF 40, 
$2100 in AU 50(5/18). 

5508 NGC 1882-S AU 58. Satiny, original and just a trace of rub 
from mint state. Trends $525 in AU 50 and $1,200 in MS 60. 
as of April 27, 1992. 

5509 NGC 1883-S MS 61. A very scarce date in strictly 
uncirculated condition. This is a fully struck coin with 
bright, semi-prooflike surfaces that show a mild orange and 
green-gold color. One of only 3 coins to have been so graded 
by NGC (5/92) with only 1 piece finer. 

5510 NGC 1890-CC AU 53. A clean Carson City type coin that 
retains a fair amount of original luster also. 

5511 PCGS 1897 MS 62. Good luster. 

5512 NGC 1903-S MS 63. A select example, moderately abraded 
with the most serious found in the left rays above the eagle. 
The vast majority of 1903-S twenties grade MS 60 to MS 63 
and specimens exceeding that are quite scarce. 

5513 PCGS 1904 MS 61. 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

5514 PCGS 1907 High Relief MS 64. Wire Rim. A very 
attractive High Relief that shows bright, satiny surfaces 
and smooth fields that have only the most trivial of 
abrasions on the lower reverse. Struck repeatedly on a 
hydraulic press, these coins always show crisp details, and 
this one is certainly no exception with finely drawn lines on 
the gown as well as bold lettering at the top of the reverse. 
An exceptional example of the coiner’s art. 

5515 PCGS 1909-D MS 64. The soft, frosted mint luster that 
covers both sides is only broken in a few places here and 
there by contact with other coins. The strike is very sharp 
and overall this is a most attractive example of this scarce 
early Saint. One of only 15 pieces to have been so graded by 
PCGS (5/92) with 2 coins in higher grades. Trends $6500 
(5/18). 

5516 NGC 1910-D MS 64. Fully struck with bright lustrous 
surfaces and a pronounced granular texture. 

5517 PCGS 1911 MS 64. Fully struck and definitely an upper-end 
coin, closely resembling an MS 65. 

5518 NGC 1911-D MS 65. Remarkably clean surfaces that 
have a satiny texture as well as a granular, matte finish. 
Fully struck. 
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5519 NGC 1913 MS 61. Scarcer date. 

5520 PCGS 1913-D MS 65. A very scarce and underrated 
Saint in high grades that is quite rare in MS 65 condition. 

To date < 5/92) only 7 coins have been certified by PCGS in 
MS 65 with none in higher grades. As with most high grade 
1913-D twenties, this piece has bright, satiny luster. All 
features are fully struck and the surfaces overall are very 
pleasing. Trends $8000 (5/18). 

5521 NGC 1914-D MS 65. Another very scarce Saint in gem 
condition. This piece has satiny luster and smooth, granular 
fields. It is well struck in all areas with only minor 
abrasions noted. One of only 14 pieces to have been so 
graded by NGC (5 921 with none finer. 

5522 PCGS 1922-S MS 62. Good luster but showing none of the 
usually seen copper stains that are so prevalent on this 
issue. Scarce. 

5523 PCGS 1923 MS 65. Once considered as just another 
common date in the 1920s. the 1923-P has slowly begun to 
be accepted as a condition rarity among the Philadelphia 
issues of that decade. Only 9 gems have been certified and 
none are better than MS 65. This is a sharply struck coin 
with excellent luster characteristics as well as pleasing 
orange-gold color. Trends $8250 (5/18). 


COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

5524 ANACS 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 65. Satiny gray 
surfaces, with orange and blue-green iridescent overtones. A 
clean, well preserved example of this popular 
commemorative. 

5525 PCGS 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 63. An original coin 
with light gray and golden-rose toning that is enlivened by 
strong underlying satiny luster. The surfaces are 
remarkably clean for the grade. A very scarce issue in mint 
condition, this coin would easily fit into a toned set of MS 64 
or even MS 65 commemoratives. 

5526 PCGS 1935-D Arkansas MS 65. Clean surfaces with light 
silverv-gray color overall. 

5527 NGC 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 64. Bright surfaces with specks 
of toning on the obverse and a splash of golden color on the 
reverse.

Very frosty and appealing for this 
often mishandled early commemorative, with traces of pale 
rose color here and there on the obverse. 
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5537 NGC 1922 Grant MS 66. Utterly superb quality on this 
condition rarity, with deep reddish-gold and apple-green 
toning gravitating to the edges. The underlying surfaces are 
very clean and frosty.

5551 PCGS Undated (1842-52) August Bechtler Gold Dollar XF 
40. 27GR. 21C. K-24. R.3. An original coin with fight rose 
and olive color. Showing slight buckling of the planchet 
between D of GOLD and C of 21C. An affordable Bechtler 
dollar. Listed on page 253 of the current Guide Book. 

5552 PCGS Undated (1842-52) A. Bechtler Gold Dollar AU 50. 

27GR 21C. K-24. R.3. The most frequently encountered 
of the August Bechtler gold dollars, this is a very popular 
coin for type purposes, and a perfect collector coin. The 
surfaces are exceptionally clean with no obvious or 
distracting marks. Struck on a smooth, unbuckled planchet, 
each side shows a fight reddish patina that deepens 
gradually toward the rims. Listed on page 253 of the current 
Guide Book. 

5553 NGC 1861 Clark. Gruber & Co. 2 1,2 Dollars F 12. A well 
worn green-gold specimen that exhibits pleasing coloration 
and no serious distractions. The smallest denomination 
"Pikes Peak Gold" issue struck by this private Denver. 

Colorado firm in the early 1860s. Listed on page 269 of the 
current Guide Book. 

5554 PCGS 1860 Clark. Gruber Five-Dollar AU 50. K-2. 

R.4. The surfaces of this rare territorial gold coin are clean 
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and problem-free, being unusually free from the superficial 
blemishes that plague most circulated gold coins. As with 
several of the 1860 half eagles we have seen from this firm, 
this coin has very pronounced blue and scarlet toning that 
has accrued to the surfaces over the past century, no doubt 
from the copper alloy in the native Colorado bullion used to 
strike these pieces. A rare and colorful example from this 
highly collectible series of territorial gold coins. Listed on 
page 269 of the current Red Book. 

5555 PCGS 1853 Humbert Ten-Dollar VF 30. K-10. R.5. A 
scarce, lower denomination Humbert that has seen 
extensive use in the channels of commerce, its surfaces 
becoming somewhat roughened in the process. The central 
details are somewhat soft and there are a few obvious marks 
on each side. Still, a presentable example of this difficult 
territorial issue. Listed on page 257 of the current Guide 
Book. 

5556 PCGS 1855 Kellogg Twenty-Dollar XF 40. K-3b. R.5. 
Although showing a few abrasions on either side, this is 
overall a pleasing and wholly original example of this rare 
territorial gold coin. Although a private company, the firm 
of Kellogg & Co. had ties to the Assay Office. Kellogg 
worked there until it closed in 1853 and when he left he 
most likely brought the reverse dies of the $20 to his 
company, to be reused on the Kellogg coins. Listed on page 
266 of the current Guide Book.

5557 PCGS 1853 Liberty Head Octagonal One-Dollar AU 53. 
BG-530. R.4. Sharply struck with evidence of light 
circulation. This is a variety represented in the wreck of the 
Winfield Scott. 


PATTERNS 

5558 NGC' 1869 Ralf Dollar. Judd-754. R.5. PR 64. The 

reeded edge, silver edition of this Standard Silver design. 
The obverse features Liberty wearing a coronet and IN 
GOD WE TRUST on a scroll below. Beautifully toned in 
russet and blue shades. 

5559 PCGS 1873 Trade Dollar. Judd-1315, R.5. PR 62. A 

lesser quality silver example of the Baillv design, with 
reeded edge and displaying royal blue in the fields and more 
milky pinkish-gold and rose toning in the protected areas. 

5560 PCGS 1873 Trade Dollar. Judd-1315, R.5, PR 63. The 

second of three examples of this impressive silver pattern. 
Both sides are toned in a mixture of steel-gray, coppery-gold 
and royal blue. As nearly always seen, the eagle is a trifle 
weak on the reverse.

An affordable example of this scarce first year 
half cent. 

5564 NGC 1804 Spiked Chin AU 55 Brown. B-8. R.2. A 
very scarce variety above XF. these can be distinguished by 
the"die crack through the R in AMERICA. This piece shows 
the mottled look of many coins of this variety, most likely 
reflecting a different source for the planchets than those 
with even color. This is one of the finest examples known of 
the variety, most likely falling in the lower range of 
condition census. 

5565 NGC 1853 MS 64 Brown. Lustrous with an even, deep 
brown color. Slight softness of highpoint details. 


LARGE CENTS 

5566 ANACS 1816 MS 63 Brown. Lovely, lustrous surfaces with 
small portions of red showing around the outer devices. A 
scarce first year example of the Coronet type. Trends $1300 


5567 NGC 1835 MS 66 Brown. N-15. A pristine example of 
this scarcer Newcomb variety. Typically struck on the stars, 
but otherwise well defined and virtually flawless. Hints of 
faded coppery-red appear about the obverse devices and a 
gorgeous forest-green patina outlines both obverse and 
reverse. This outstanding specimen is the only MS 66 
graded by either NGC or PCGS, as of April, 1992. 

5568 NGC 1855 Upright 5s MS 64 Brown. Clean surfaces with 
deep brown over both sides and blue patina on the 
highpoints of the design.

One of 10 specimens of 
equal grade certified by NGC, as of May, 1992. 

5575 NGC 1892 MS 66 Red and Brown. Smooth, virtually 
unblemished surfaces with mellowed reddish-brown color. 
There is a semi-circular lint mark in the field in front of the 
face of the Native American. 

5576 NGC 1898 MS 65 Red. A lovely original coin exhibiting 
strong reverse clash marks.

5578 NGC 1909-S MS 65 Red and Brown. Attractive golden-tan 
surfaces that have mellowed only slightly in their 80+ years 
of existence.

5587 NGC 1911-D MS 65 Red and Brown. Sharply detailed with 
pleasing lilac overtones on the reverse.

A glossy gem exhibiting 
rich pinkish-gold coloration. NGC population of 7 pieces, as 
of May.

5590 PCGS 1912-S MS 65 Brown. Attractive purple and blue 
iridescent overtones. A boldly struck example, one of .just 26 
graded by PCGS in all categories of MS 65, as of May, 1992. 

5591 NGC 1913-S MS 65 Red and Brown. A bit sharper than the 
previous coin, displaying noticeably more red color, but 
hampered by a carbon spot on Lincoln’s cheek. 

5592 PCGS 1913-S MS 64 Red. Well struck with rich red color. A 
few streaks of iridescence keep it from grading MS 65. 

5593 NGC 1914 MS 65 Red and Brown. Intricately detailed and 
displaying only a whisper of lilac color in the fields. 

5594 NGC 1915 MS 64 Red and Brown. A choice, fully struck 
specimen, downgraded by a faint finger smudge in the left 
obverse field. 

5595 NGC 1915-D MS 65 Red and Brown. Mostly red and struck 
in bold detail. 

5596 NGC 1916-D MS 65 Red and Brown. Thick, glossy luster 
with streaks of lilac color on either side. 

5597 NGC 1916-S MS 65 Brown. A razor sharp example 
displaying remnants of original red in the obverse field. 

5598 PCGS 1917 MS 63 Red. 

5599 NGC 1918 MS 65 Red and Brown. The obverse exhibits 
virtually full mint red. but some fading has occurred on the 
reverse. 

5600 NGC 1918-S MS 65 Red and Brown. Complete, pinpoint 
striking details on each side and retaining full orange-red 
color on the obverse. 

5601 NGC 1919 MS 65 Red and Brown. 

5602 PCGS 1919-D MS 64 Red. Excellent luster. 

5603 PCGS 1921-S MS 64 Red and Brown. Well defined and 
frosty, mellowed only slightly to a pale violet color in the 
more exposed areas. 

5604 NGC 1921-S MS 64 Red and Brown. Very sharply struck 
with muted cherry-red color over both sides. 

5605 NGC 1924-D MS 64 Brown. Slightly variegated brown and 
cherrv-red coloration. An attractive and affordable example 
of this rare, semi-key issue. 
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5606 NGC 1924-D MS 65 Red and Brown. A very well struck 
specimen that still shows considerable underlying red color 
in the fields. A premium example of this rare issue. 

5607 NGC 1924-S MS 65 Brown. Milky rose-violet and blue 
toning. 

5608 NGC 1926-D MS 65 Red and Brown. Richly toned. 

5609 PCGS 1928-D MS 64 Red. Fully defined with complete 
original color. Gem quality save for a faint scratch in the 
reverse field. 

5610 NGC 1929-D MS 64 Red and Brown. 

5611 NGC 1931-D MS 65 Red and Brown. A scarcer issue which 
has never been fully appreciated. 

5612 PCGS 1972 72 Doubled Die MS 66 Red. A strict gem 
example of this popular variety, with vibrant reddish-orange 
coloration. 

5613 PCGS 1984 Doubled Die MS 66 Red. Bright rose-gold 
surfaces. Lincoln's ear shows clear doubling, the easiest way 
to recognize this variety. 


TWO-CENT PIECES 

5617 PCGS 1864 MS 64 Red and Brown. Flashes of bright 
orange, rose and royal blue in the protected areas. 

5618 NGC 1866 MS 65 Red and Brown. Spot-free with mottled 
red and brown color. MS 65 Red and Brown two-cent pieces 
represent an excellent value when dated after 1865. Only 10 
coins have been certified as such of this date by NGC 14/92). 

5619 NGC 1871 MS 63 Red and Brown. 

5620 PCGS 1872 MS 63 Red and Brown. The surfaces on 
this rare issue are a bright orange color with splashes of 
rose and blue on either side. PCGS has graded only 10 
pieces similarly 15/92) out of a total mint state population of 
just 49 coins. 


THREE-CENT SILVER 

5622 NGC 1852 MS 61. Very lightly toned. 

5623 NGC 1853 MS 65. Untoned with a bright, satiny finish. 

5624 NGC 1857 MS 64. Deep prooflike fields make this an 
especially flashy example of this difficult type. Heavy 
polishing of the dies account for the many die striations 
which result in the prooflike fields. A coin worth a 
substantial premium on eye appeal alone. 

5625 NGC 1861 MS 65. Highly lustrous with obvious die clashing 
visible on both obverse and reverse. The obverse is framed 
in russet toning while a pale violet toning outlines the 
reverse. 

5626 PCGS 1862 1 MS 65. Untoned and very frosty, with 
sparkling mint luster. This popular overdate has proven to 
be fairly obtainable in mint state, although about four times 
as scarce as the normal date from the same year. 

5627 PCGS 1866 MS 63. Splashes of royal blue and violet toning 
appear on either side of this low-mintage 122.000) specimen. 
PCGS has graded just 8 coins as such, as of May, 1992. 

5628 NGC 1870 MS 65. A date which is much more common as a 
proof than as a mint state coin. There is no question as to 
the type of manufacture of this lovely gem. The satiny 
surfaces are easily seen through the layer of color which 
covers both sides of this little gem. As of May 1992. NGC 
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had only certified three in this grade with none higher while 
PCGS has graded one with two higher. Sure to ellicit heavy 
floor bidding from those "in the know.” 

5629 NGC 1872 MS 63. Fully struck and deeply toned. A scarce 
date with a mintage of only 1000 pieces. 


THREE-CENT NICKELS 

5632 NGC 1865 MS 65. Light hazy toning adds a level of 
originality to this strongly struck example. So often this 
date is found mushy. Not so with this example. A great 
addition to a gem type set. 

5633 PCGS 1866 MS 62. An average strike, silvery-gray in color 
and showing delicate golden overtones. 

5634 PCGS 1869 MS 65. A very appealing example of this slightly 
better date. As a matter of fact, the population of this coin 
in MS 65 is slightly less than the always popular 1889 issue. 

5635 PCGS 1870 MS 65. Light original brown toning enhances 
this difficult type. 

5636 PCGS 1872 MS 66. Original silvery-gray surfaces that are 
untoned, lustrous and virtually abrasion-free. This is the 
only MS 66 of this date certified by PCGS (4/92) with none 
finer. 

5638 NGC 1880 MS 66. A lovely exampile of this difficult type. In 
MS 66 condition the Three Cent Nickel series is very hard 
to assemble. Fortunately the late dates in the series have 
some outstanding examples in existence for the type 
collector. 

5639 NGC 1888 MS 66. The perfect coin to add to your type set. 
Lovely light color enhances this original gem. 

5640 PCGS 1889 MS 63. Final year of issue and a tough coin to 
find in mint state, though proofs abound. Silverv-gold in 
color and quite frosty. 


SHIELD NICKELS 

5647 NGC 1872 MS 64. Gold and blue pastel toning about the 
peripheries. Although minted in sufficient numbers, the 
1872 nickel is comparatively scarce in mint state. 

5648 NGC 1873 MS 64. Splashes of orange-gold and steel-blue 
toning atop frosty surfaces. 

5649 NGC 1874 MS 65. Highly lustrous and identifiable by a 
planchet flake below ER in AMERICA. A very underrated 
date in all grades of uncirculated, but particularly at the 
gem level where NGC has graded a total of 2 coins in MS 65 
and only 1 higher (5/92). 

5650 NGC 1879 MS 64. Razor sharp and toned in a pleasing 
coppery-gold shades. A very scarce business strike in any 
condition, much less as a borderline gem. 


LIBERTY NICKELS 

5660 PCGS 1883 MS 65 No Cents. A few very light streaks of 
pale gold color enhance the appearance of this well struck 
and lustrous example. 

5661 PCGS 1891 MS 63. Splashes of gold and blue pastel toning. 

5662 NGC 1893 MS 64. Bright and satiny, with copperv-gold 
toning framing the obverse and more colorful yellow-gold 
and blue toning outlining the reverse. 

5663 PCGS 1895 MS 63. Sharply struck and very frosty, with a 


streak of blue and violet toning down the right side of the 
obverse. 

5664 NGC 1901 MS 65. Sparkling mint luster with splashes of 
gold and blue pastel toning on both obverse and reverse. 

5665 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Quite frosty with delicate orange-gold 
highlights on the reverse. 

5666 NGC 1903 MS 64. Lustrous and extremely bold under pale 
golden toning. 

5667 PCGS 1905 MS 64. Fully brilliant with deep satiny 
brilliance. Only a tiny cut below Liberty’s eye precludes at 
least a 65 grade. 

Streaky reddish-gold and steel-blue 
toning, most evident on the obverse. 

Deep golden-violet and bright blue toning 
highlights the obverse. The reverse is toned in pale lavender 
hues. 


BUFFALO NICKELS 

5675 PCGS 1913 Type One MS 65. Natural golden-grav toning, 
with typically bold definition. 

5676 NGC 1913-S Type Two MS 65. The most difficult of the 
1913 issues to find in gem condition as well as one of the 
toughest in the entire series. This lovely example exhibits 
rose-gold color and a strong strike. Light clashing is evident 
under the Indian’s chin, but does not detract in the least. A 
must coin for the Buffalo collector. 

5677 PCGS 1914-D MS 64. Orange-gray toning over both obverse 
and reverse. A choice example of this popular Buffalo issue. 

5678 PCGS 1916 MS 64. The obverse is lustrous and mostly 
brilliant while streaks of golden-gray toning appear down 
the reverse. 

5679 NGC 1916-D MS 62. Weakly struck beneath concentric 
shades of golden-orange and pastel blue. 

5680 NGC 1918 MS 65. Lovely pastel toning atop satiny surfaces. 

5681 PCGS 1919-S MS 65. An extremely tough date in MS 65, 
and one of only a dozen so graded by PCGS with none 
higher (5/92). Sharply struck (unusual for this date) and 
outstanding luster. A rare opportunity for the specialist to 
acquire a gem example of this key. 

5682 NGC 1920 MS 65. Dazzling mint luster. The obverse is fully 
brilliant while a hint of golden color appears on the reverse. 
The 1920 has proven to be the scarcest P-mint Buffalo in 
gem condition. 

5683 NGC 1923-S MS 63. A most pleasing and original example 
of this better date. Although the strike is above average it is 
still "soft” when compared to many Philadelphia issues. 
When one understands the stike of this issue they may 
agree that this coin is deserving of a higher grade. 

5684 PCGS 1924 MS 64. An average strike beneath olive-gold 
toning and flashes of iridescence at the borders. 

5685 PCGS 1925 MS 64. Typical strike. 

5686 NGC 1925-S MS 64. In this near-gem grade, this coin 
represents an excellent value. The 1925-S has long been 
considered a key coin in this collectible series, the main 
deterrent in locating a nice example being the notoriously 
weak strike seen on almost all specimens. This piece is 
certainly not fully struck, but it does show a split in the tail, 
although the Indian’s hair and top of the bison's head are 
soft. The surfaces are very clean and covered with a bright 
iridescent flash of color on each side. One of 19 pieces to 
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have been so graded by NGC (4/92) with only 1 finer. 

5687 NGC 1926 MS 64. Rich golden-orange toning. 

5688 PCGS 1926 MS 67. Icy-blue surfaces that are essentially as 
nice as the day they were struck. Certainly not a rare date 
in gem condition, but the appearance of an MS 67 is quite a 
different story. Just 2 specimens have warranted this lofty 
rating from PCGS, as of May, 1992. 

5689 PCGS 1927 MS 65. A premium example for the grade, fully 
detailed and highlighted in attractive golden hues. 

5690 PCGS 1927-D MS 64. Highly lustrous and splashed in 
appealing golden toning, but exhibiting only an adequate 
strike. 

5691 NGC 1928-D MS 64. A typical or better strike, with rich 
yellow-gold toning on either side. 

5692 PCGS 1935 MS 66. Clean and lustrous. Much scarcer in 
superb condition than the most common issues. 

5693 PCGS 1936 MS 65; 1937 MS 65; 1937-D MS 65; and a 
1938-D Buffalo MS 65. (Total: 4 coins) 

5694 PCGS 1936-S MS 66. Frosty and superb beneath highlights 
of soft golden and ice-blue color. 

5695 PCGS 1938-D MS 67. A common coin in uncommon 
condition. As of May 1992, PCGS had certified nearly 6.500 
pieces in MS 66. but only 46 pieces in MS 67. No 68s have 
yet been certified. For those who want the best. 


JEFFERSON NICKEL 

5697 ANACS 1950-D MS 64. Straight clip, barely visible on the 
reverse rim at 12 o’clock. A rare error on this key date 
Jefferson. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5700 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 64. Fully struck with olive and 
blue centers and accented by a mild rose tint at the rims. 

5701 NGC 1840 No Drapery MS 66. An exquisite early Seated 
coin that has completely defined, medal-like features on 
both sides that are set up boldly against the smooth, 
unblemished fields. Both sides have taken on deep streaks of 
color in shades of blue, grav-violet and rose. A remarkably 
well preserved example of this three-year type and one of 
only 4 pieces to have been so graded by NGC (4,92) with one 
coin in a higher grade. 

5702 NGC 1853 Arrows MS 64. Deep blue-green and 

burnt-orange toning accents the obverse, with more uniform 
reddish-gold hues visible on the reverse. 

5703 NGC 1857 MS 64. Frosty with a bit of a granular finish to 
the surfaces. The obverse displays light blue accents while a 
delicate steel-violet toning covers the reverse. 

5704 NGC 1858 MS 64. Richly toned in subduing shades of violet, 
bluish-green and burnt-orange. 

5705 NGC 1858 MS 66. Glossy, pristine surfaces, blanketed on 
both obverse and reverse in olive-gold, blue and rose toning. 
The most common date of the Stars Obverse type, but still 
elusive at this lofty level. One of 21 graded as such by NGC. 
with only 3 higher as of May, 1992. 

5706 PCGS 1858-0 MS 63. Speckled steel-violet, golden and light 
green toning atop frosty surfaces. Trends $700 in MS 63. as 
of May 25. 1992. 

5707 NGC 1860 MS 66. Thanks to this date, the collector has 


access to half-dimes grading MS 66. This lightly toned 
example wall cause a stir with collectors eager to acquire it 
at today's reasonable level. 

5708 NGC 1867 MS 63. Golden peripheral toning frames fully 
prooflike surfaces. Minor die clashing visible on the obverse. 
A rare, low-mintage (8.0001 issue that is particularly elusive 
at the mint state level. NGC has graded just 8 pieces 
equallv. along with 15 more at higher grades, as of Mav, 
1992. Trends $1,750 in MS 63 (4/25). 

5709 NGC 1869 MS 64. Satiny and essentially untoned. This is 
one of 14 examples of this date to grade MS 64 at NGC. as 
of May. 1992. 

5710 NGC 1872-S MS 64. Lovely golden-russet toning. 


EARLY DIMES 

5714 NGC 1805 5 Berries AU 50. JR-1. R.3. The scarcer of the 
two varieties of this year and an attractive coin that shows 
light blue and sea-green toning around the rims. The 
peripheral details are well struck while the centers are 
somewhat soft as usual for this type. The fields are clean 
with no obvious or distracting marks. Trends $4,250 as of 
May 4. 1992. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5715 NGC 1838 Large Stars MS 64. Well toned in milky 
shades of steel-violet, rose and blue. The most available No 
Drapery dime in mint state, but still a scarce item that 
enjoys additional demand due to the short 3-year run of this 
design. NGC population of 15 in equal grade, as of Mav. 

1992. 

5716 PCGS 1848 MS 61. Lovely royal-blue and grav-violet toning. 
A scarce and undervalued issue that trends $875 in MS 60 

(5/25). This is the only MS 61 graded by PCGS and just 9 
pieces have been certified in a higher grade, as of Mav. 

1992. 

5717 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 63. Sharply defined and quite frosty 
under greenish-grav toning, shading to orange and 
reddish-gold in the center of the obverse. 

5718 NG> 1866 MS 63. Watery prooflike fields, with mottled 
russet and blue toning primarily about the borders. This 
flashy specimen is one of just 8.000 pieces minted and only 4 
examples graded as MS 63 by NGC. as of Mav. 1992. Trends 
$1,950 in MS 63(5/25). 

5719 NGC 1867 MS 63. Razor sharp beneath gray, violet and 
steel-blue toning. Just 6.000 business strikes were issued, 
making this prized date very scarce in any grade. NGC has 
graded only 2 as such, along with 15 more of a higher 
condition, as of May, 1992. 

5720 NGC 1868 MS 64. Deep violet-gray and bluish-green 
toning blankets the obverse and covers much of the reverse. 
Here is another very difficult Philadelphia issue in full 
uncirculated condition. NGC has graded a paltry 3 coins in 
MS 64 and only a single piece finer, as of May, 1992. 

572 1 NGC 1872 MS 64. Highly lustrous under a light 
golden-steel toning. Over 2 million examples of this date 
were struck, but evidently precious few were saved at the 
time of issue. As of May. 1992. just 8 pieces have been 
graded as such by NGC. with only 2 finer. 

5722 NGC 1876 MS 65. Wonderfully toned in reds, blues, and 
golds on both the obverse and the reverse. 

5723 NGC 1884 MS 63. Lovely rose-gold overtones with flashes of 
subtle blue color about the peripheries. Satiny and. other 
than a modest pin scratch in the left obverse field, gem 
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quality. 


PCGS has graded only one finer, making this coin one of the 
finest available on the market . 


5724 NGC 1891 MS 65. Very frosty with attractive blue and 
golden-rose peripheral accents. Liberty’s head is softly 
struck, as is normal for this date. 


BARBER DIMES 

5730 NGC 1892 MS 64. Well toned in varying shades of deep rose, 
violet and olive-gold. 

5731 AN ACS 1893-S S MS 60. Milky steel-violet toning. Very 
scarce triple "S" variety, Breen-3484. 

5732 PCGS 1902 MS 62. Light peripheral color. 

5733 PCGS 1906-D MS 66. An original coin that is toned in 
shades of blue-gray in the centers and framed by royal blue 
at the margins. Nearly flawless surfaces. One of only 4 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (5/92). 

5734 NGC 1907 MS 64. The steel-gray surfaces are accented with 
a dab of deep crimson on the right side of the obverse. 

5735 NGC 1907-0 MS 64 Bright and lustrous, with only a single 
speck of golden-violet toning on the obverse edge at 11 
o’clock. NGC population: 12 pieces as of April. 1992. 

5736 PCGS i910-D MS 66. A very appealing coin with 
streaks of multi-colored toning on each side and nearly 
flawless surfaces overall. A much scarcer date than would be 
imagined looking at the mintage, with only 1 other coin 
having been so graded by PCGS (5/92) out of a total mint 
state population of 43 pieces. 

5737 NGC 1912 MS 64. Razor sharp with bright, satiny white 
luster. 

5738 NGC 1912-S MS 64. Dazzling mint brilliance with scattered 
specks of reddish-brown toning on both sides, deepening to 
several spots of blue and brown on the reverse. A high end 
specimen, one of just 6 receiving this grade from NGC. as of 
April, 1992. 

5739 ANACS 1913 MS 61. A clean silverv-gray example. 

5740 NGC 1913 MS 64. Light golden toning. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5741 NGC 1916-S MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant. 

5742 PCGS 1919-S MS 66. Well, we promised you two and here's 
the second one. Traces of lime-green, orange and vellow-gold 
toning highlight the obverse devices. A beautiful 1919-S 
Mercurv. again one of 10 graded MS 66 bv PCGS. as of Mav. 
1992. 

5743 PCGS 1920 MS 65 Full Bands. Light, original gold toning 
deepening somewhat at the border’s and displaying strong 
underlying luster. 

5744 NGC 1920-D MS 64 Full Bands. Splashes of rose-gold toning 
appear on the obverse. One of 6 coins to grade MS 64 FB at 
NGC. as of April, 1992. 

5745 NGC 1920-S MS 65. Untoned with bright satiny luster and 
a virtually complete strike, displaying partially split 
horizontal bands. A rare issue in high grade, one of just 2 
pieces graded as such by NGC. with none entered in the 
65FB column, as of May. 1992. 

5746 PCGS 1924 MS 64. Brilliant and lustrous. 

5747 NGC 1924-D MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant white and 
lustrous. The only 65 graded by NGC with none finer. (5/92) 


5748 PCGS 1926-D MS 64. Highly lustrous and showing just a 
few patches of golden toning in the obverse field. PCGS 
population of just 14 pieces, as of May, 1992. 

5749 PCGS 1928 MS 64 Full Bands. Highly lustrous with a pale 
yellow-gold tint on the reverse. 

5750 PCGS 1929-D MS 64 Full Bands. Very frosty with splashes 
of milky gold obverse patina. 

5751 PCGS 1930-S MS 64. A fully brilliant example of this 
low-mintage date. 

5752 PCGS 1931 MS 64 Full Bands. Bright luster with specks of 
golden-brown toning on either side. 

5753 PCGS 1931-S MS 66. Mostly brilliant, with a splash of pale 
russet toning on the left side of the obverse. Deep, frosty 
luster and free of marks. 

5754 NGC 1937 MS 67. Virtually a full strike, with thick, frosty 
white mint brilliance. NGC population of 11 coins, with 
none finer as of May, 1992. 

5755 NGC 1939 MS 67. Peerless surfaces with just a bit of light 
peripheral color. 

5756 NGC 1939-D MS 67. Brilliant and frosty. 

5757 PCGS Two 1941-D dimes, both MS 65 Full Bands. (Total: 2 
coins) 

5758 NGC 1941-D MS 67 Full Bands. Close to technical 
perfection. 

5759 NGC 1942-D MS 67 Full Bands. Satiny. 

5760 NGC 1943 MS 67. A real blazer. 

5761 NGC 1943-S MS 67. Bright and flashy surfaces. 

5762 NGC 1944 MS 67. Seemingly perfect surfaces. Brilliant and 
very attractive. 

5763 NGC 1944-D MS 67 Full Bands. Multi-colored toning. 

5764 NGC 1945 MS 67. Brilliant. 

5765 PCGS 1945-S Micro S MS 65. Untoned with thick, frosty 
brilliance. 


TWENTY-CENT PIECE 

5769 NGC 1875-S MS 64. Very well struck for the issue, with 
shimmering mint luster and a layer of speckled lilac toning 
over both sides. 


EARLY QUARTER 

5770 PCGS 1804 VG 8. B-l. An affordable grade for this rare, low 
mintage early quarter. Only 6.738 pieces were struck and as 
one might imagine, this is a highly sought after date in this 
widely collected series. The coin has a light gray caste and 
shows the remnants of several adjustment marks in the 
center of the obverse. Trends $1250 (5/11). 

5771 NGC 1818 AU 58. Beautifully toned with almost 
complete mint luster, both sides are heavily die clashed but 
show few other superficial disturbances. Also a trifle softly 
struck on the highpoints, nevertheless, this is an attractive 
type coin that is quite close to full mint state. 

5772 ANACS 1831 AU 50. The prooflike fields are especially 
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5773 PCGS 1831 MS 64. A coin of singular beauty as well as 
rarity in high grade. As we have said in the past. Bust 
quarters are surely one of the best values among all 19th 
century type coins. Not only are they rare in the absolute 
sense, but they give the numismatic consumer excellent 
value for the dollar spent. All dates in the Small Size series 
are rare, but the 1831 is most often encountered in this 
grade with 22 pieces having been so graded by PCGS (5/92). 
This coin has lovely golden-russet and deep blue toning on 
each side and is fully struck in all areas. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5774 NGC 1845 MS 63. Rare in mint condition, this No Motto 
quarter is deeply toned in various deep shades and the 
devices are fully struck in all areas. Breen-3961. 5 over 
smaller 5 and scarce as such, showing the usual die crack 
through the date to the left. 

5775 NGC 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 62. A strong, upper-end 
coin that is deeply toned on each side and shows especially 
sharp striking details in all areas. A premium example of 
this scarce and popular one year type coin. One of only 12 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC (5/92). 

5776 PCGS 1858 MS 64. As a date the 1858 is one of the few in 
the No Motto series that can be found in mint condition. Of 
course, it is still quite scarce as are all quarters in mint 
state prior to the Civil War. This is a well struck piece with 
superb luster beneath the layer upon layer of deep 
iridescent color that blankets both sides of this lovely coin. 

5777 PCGS 1873 Arrows MS 62. Fully struck but rather dullish 
surfaces and covered with light golden toning. Nevertheless, 
a scarce and important type coin. 

5778 PCGS 1875-S MS 63. Well struck in the centers with 
bright satiny luster and showing just the slightest toning on 
each side. A very scarce issue that has only had 7 pieces 
graded bv PCGS (5/92) in MS 63 and another 7 in higher 
grades. Trends $1950 (5/11). 

5779 NGC 1877-CC MS 63. Both obverse and reverse are richly 
toned in a mixture of golden-grav. rose and blue shades. A 
select example of this popular, if not overly rare. Carson 
City issue. 

5780 PCGS 1877-S MS 65. Very clean and lustrous, with 
razor sharp definition in the centers and only a couple 
lesser struck stars on the right side of the obverse. The 
obverse exhibits a milky silvery-grav tint while a delicate 
lilac color and a splash of golden color at the base are visible 
on the reverse. A high mintage date, but very scarce at the 
gem level, being one of just 14 specimens grading as such at 
PCGS, as of May. 1992. 

5781 PCGS 1880 MS66. Chalky white devices set against 
semi-prooflike fields. This, combined with russet and blue 
iridescent toning on the reverse and impeccable surface 
quality, create an incredibly eye appealing specimen. One of 
just 13,600 business strikes issued, onlv 14 of which have 
graded MS 66 at PCGS, as of May 1992. 

5782 ANACS 1885 MS 63. A lightly toned example of this rare 
business strike quarter from the 1880s. Excellent luster. 
Trends $965 (5/11). 

5783 NGC 1888-S MS 63. A scarce and underrated date from the 
1880s that was not saved because it had a low mintage like 
the other issues from that decade. Fully struck with 
attractive peripheral toning. Trends $940 (5/11). 

5784 PCGS 1891 MS 62. Sharply struck and framed in 
golden-violet toning. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5785 NGC 1892 MS 65. Ultra frosty and struck in full detail, 
with a pleasing golden-violet toning most evident on the 
reverse. 

5786 NGC 1892 MS 65. A blend of vellow-gold. rose-violet and 
blue-green toning overlays lustrous surfaces. 

5787 NGC 1892-0 MS 63. Satiny and toned in original green-gold 
and russet shades. An appealing example of this popular 
first year New Orleans issue. 

5788 NGC 1898 MS 64. Satiny and very sharp beneath 
steely-gold and blue iridescent toning. 

5789 PCGS 1899 MS 64. Fairly well struck and toned in light gold 
and blue-green hues on the obverse. The reverse is 
somewhat darker, displaying steel-violet color with 
antique-gold peripheral highlights. 

5790 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Intricately detailed and toned in 
original steely-gold shades, with subtle blue-green 
highlights seen mostly on the obverse. PCGS has graded 
just 17 examples of this date in similar grade, as of Mav. 
1992. 

5791 NGC 1907 MS 64. Appealing golden-violet peripheral 
highlights. The obverse displays shimmering luster and a 
frosty portrait while the reverse is more satiny in 
appearance.

5797 NGC 1916 MS 62. A sharply struck example of this rare 
first year of issue. Only 52.000 pieces were struck late in 
1916 and survivors are quite rare in mint condition. Both 
sides show light, even color with satiny underlying luster 
and a mildly granular texture to the surfaces overall. 

5798 NGC 1917 Type One MS 64. Bright satiny luster. The 
surfaces are intricately detailed and display rose-gold 
peripheral highlights. 

5799 PCGS 1917-D Type One MS 66 Full Head. Lightly 
toned with virtually unimprovable surfaces that show a 
mildly granular texture and pleasing satiny luster. One of 
only 16 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (5/92). 

5800 NGC 1918-D MS 65. Highly lustrous and. save for a whisper 
of golden toning about the obverse periphery, fully brilliant. 
Scarce in gem condition, one of just 5 pieces grading MS 65 
and 7 more grading MS 65 FH at NGC. as of April. 1992. 

5801 PCGS 1918-S MS 64. Colorful lavender, apple-green, and 
blue obverse toning; light golden-grav reverse. 

5802 NGC 1919 MS 65. Light silverv-gray in color with splashes 
of olive-gold toning visible on either side. Boldly struck. 

5803 PCGS 1919-D MS 66. Frostv white and essentially free 
from surface marks, with the obverse exhibiting a satiny 
texture and the reverse being more lustrous. A pristine 
example of this scarcer Standing Liberty quarter, one of just 
11 pieces graded as such by PCGS, as of May 1992. 

5804 NGC 1920-D MS 64. Lightly toned and very close to having 
full head detail. 

5805 PCGS 1920-S MS 65. Gorgeous iridescent toning in 
every color of the rainbow rests atop lustrous surfaces. Just

light dusting of pale golden color. Only the tops of the digits 
in the date show any softness. 

This frosty 
example is one of 34 pieces graded equally by PCGS as of 
May. 1992. 

5808 NGC 1926 MS 65. Occasionally toned over both sides with 
bright, chrome-like brilliance beneath. 

5809 PCGS 1926-S MS 66. An original coin of unsurpassable 
beauty and originality. The luster is so thick and frosted it 
looks like it will roll right off the coin, and both sides are 
subtly toned in light pastel shades, being especially 
pronounced on the reverse. One of only 3 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS (5/92) with none finer. 

5810 PCGS 1928-S MS 65. Blazing mint luster with only a faint 
streak of toning across the obverse. 

5811 NGC 1929 MS 63 Full Head. Bright and lustrous, with the 
barest hint of a pale rose color. A great coin for a type set. 

5812 PCGS 1930 MS 64 Full Head. White and lustrous, with a bit 
of streaky reddish-brown toning most evident on the 
reverse. A solid coin for the grade. 

5813 PCGS 1930 MS 64 Full Head. Even, steel grey toning 
blankets the obverse. The reverse is brilliant. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5814 PCGS 1932-S MS 63. Light speckled toning in shades of 
aqua and amber over deeply lustrous surfaces. An original 
and attractive example of this key date. 

5815 NGC 1935-S MS 67. Toned in concentric rings of color with 
a brilliant center and seemingly flawless surfaces. An 
exceptionally attractive example of this otherwise rather 
ordinary design. 

5816 PCGS 1936-D MS 65. Light silvery-gray in color with 
splashes of orange, blue and rose on the obverse. A couple of 
faint marks are noticed on GW's cheek, but these detract 
very little from the appeal of this scarce early date issue. 

5817 NGC 1936-S MS 66. Creamy smooth surfaces with a touch 
of light golden color at the margins. 

5818 PCGS 1938-S MS 65. Essentially untoned and very flashy. 

5819 PCGS 1939-S MS 65. Blazing mint luster.

5820 PCGS 1808 AU 50. Hazy gray and iridescent toning, 
lightening to a silvery color on a few of the highest points. 
Trends $625 in AU 50, as of May 11, 1992. 

5821 PCGS 1822 MS 63. Frosty steely-gold surfaces, uniformly 
bold with the only noticeable weakness being a trivial one in 
the eagle’s talons. Just 24 examples of this date have graded 
MS 63 at PCGS (5/92), less than half the number of several 
later date issues. 

5822 PCGS 1829 XF 40. Light silvery-gray surfaces with just a 
dash of peripheral color. 

5823 PCGS 1830 AU 50. Well toned in a fairly uniform 
golden-violet coloration. 

5824 NGC 1832 AU 55. Milky gray patina with deeper and more 
colorful shades of golden-orange, rose and blue in the 


protected areas. 

5825 PCGS 1836 Lettered Edge XF 45. Leaden coloring with a 
fair amount of underlying luster remaining. 

5826 PCGS 1836 XF 45. Reeded Edge. Uniform steel blue 
color with golden highlights around the devices. A nice 
circulated example of this scarce type coin. 

5827 PCGS 1837 Reeded Edge MS 63. Boldly struck 
throughout and displaying a glossy golden-gray obverse. The 
reverse is frostier and shows a crescent of blue iridescence 
along the left edge. An unusually well preserved example of 
this short-lived type.

5828 PCGS 1840 Reverse of 1839 MS 63. Partially repunched 
date. Pale golden toning over lustrous surfaces. Good choice 
for a type set. 

5829 NGC 1841 AU 55. An extremely tough coin in mint state 

i NGC has just graded two coins higher than this one i, this 
lightly-circulated example is ever so close. Multicolored 
iridescent toning. 

5830 PCGS 1859-S MS 63. Fully struck on both obverse and 
reverse. A patch of deep violet toning near the center of the 
obverse. PCGS and NGC have each graded only one coin 
higher than this one (5/92). 

5831 PCGS 1861-0 MS 64. A lustrous and remarkably well 
preserved example of this historic New Orleans issue. The 
surfaces are mostly brilliant and. other than the typical 
softness about Liberty’s head, struck with excellent 
sharpness. Specimens grading MS 64 or higher are very 
scarce, as evidenced by the PCGS population of a mere 7 
pieces in similar grade and only 6 higher, as of May. 1992. 

5832 PCGS 1876 MS 63. Well struck and lustrous, with some pale 
milky-gold toning on the lower part of the obverse.

5887 PCGS 1958-D MS 66. Attractively toned. 

5888 NGC 1961 MS 65. An unusually nice example of this 
difficult late date Franklin. The fields show die polishing 
marks and these have imparted a semi-prooflikeness to the 
coin's surfaces that is quite attractive. Untoned and free 
from the usual number of abrasions. One of only 52 pieces to 
have been so graded.

Attractive steel-gray 
color, with no adjustment marks or mentionable problems. 

Both sides 
display a pleasing steel-gray color and are void of noticeable 
adjustment marks.

5896 PCGS 1843 AU 58. Well struck and fairly free of abrasions 
under a layer of golden-steel toning. 

5897 PCGS 1871 AU 50. Snowv-white brilliance and well struck 
throughout with no distracting contact marks on either 
side. This is quite an impressive type coin that should be of 
interest to a number of date and type collectors. Trends 
$545 (5 111. 


TRADE DOLLAR 

5899 NGC 1876 MS 63. A sharply struck Trade dollar that is 
lightly toned over both sides, lightly enough to still show 
much of the original underlying brilliant mint luster. 
Lightly abraded in the fields. A nice, affordable mint state 
type coin. 

5900 PCGS 1878-S MS 64. Soft golden-gray obverse toning. 
Just a couple trivial scuffs in the obverse field preclude a 
gem rating. The frosty and fully brilliant reverse gets there 
without a problem. 

5901 PCGS 1878-S MS 65. Well struck with superb, frosted 
mint luster and showing just the lightest trace of color on 
each side, but mostly presenting as an untoned coin. Gem 
Trade dollars are of the highest order of rarity, very few

Untoned with 
shimmering luster and few appreciable marks. 

5906 NGC 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64. A flashy 
semi-reflective example, untoned save for a hint of golden 
color below the date. 

5907 NGC 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 63 Deep Mirror 
Prooflike. Brilliant. 

5908 PCGS 1878 7/8TF MS 64. Strong variety, with four 
underlying feathers clearly visible. Both sides are frosty 
and. except for a hint of pale golden color about the date, 
untoned. 

5909 NGC 1878-CC MS 65. White and frosty, displaying 
extremely clean devices. The 1878-CC is far scarcer in MS 
65 condition than the other "common" Carson City issues 
from the 1880s. 

5910 NGC 1878-CC MS 64 Prooflike. Fully struck with dazzling, 
snow-white brilliance. 

5911 NGC 1878-S MS 65. Aclean, highly lustrous example, 
partially framed in attractive golden toning. 

5912 NGC 1879 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Razor sharp with 
full, watery brilliance in the fields. A scarcer Philadelphia 
issue in DPL condition, one of just 10 graded as such bv 
NGC, as of April. 1992. 

5913 PCGS 1879-CC MS 65. Superior luster, strike, and overall 
clean surfaces characterize this rare and highly sought after 
Carson City dollar. This date is scarce in circulated grades 
and in mint state is quite rare and valuable. In MS 65 
condition the ’79-CC is rarely encountered but is of the 
highest importance to the dollar specialist. Only 17 gems 
have been certified by PCGS with none above MS 65. 

5914 PCGS 1879-0 MS 62. Brilliant. Look for "Super PQ 3" in 
your theatre this summer. 

5915 PCGS 1879-S MS 65. A white, semi-prooflike example. 

5916 PCGS 1880 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A very 
scarce DMPL dollar with only 13 pieces certified as such by 
PCGS 15/92), none higher. Apparently almost all known 
prooflike ’80-P dollars come from a single bag released 
around 1971, according to Wayne Miller, and are of 
uniformly high quality. This is certainly an attractive coin. 
The fields have seemingly endless depth of reflectivity and 
contrast sharply against the white frostiness on the devices. 

5917 PCGS 1880-0 MS 62. Lustrous and fully brilliant, but 
limited in grade by scattered abrasions. 

5918 PCGS 1880-0 MS 65. Despite the large mintage of 5.3 
million pieces (most of which entered circulation in the 
1880s or were melted in 1918 ). the 1880-0 is quite scarce in 
mint condition. In MS 65 it is almost a legendary dollar. For 
the first couple of years that PCGS graded coins there were 
no MS 65 pieces certified. Today, after certifying more than 
2.2 million coins the number of MS 65 1880-Os stands at a 
whopping 4 pieces! Apparently what wasn’t circulated was 
mostly held in bags and melted under authority of the 
Pittman Act. thus leaving only those uncirculated coins that 
were privately held to enter the collector market. This is a 
very clean example of a coin that is always plagued by 
numerous abrasions (another reason there are no gems), 
the luster is bright and frosted and the strike is complete in 
all areas. This is the first MS 65 we can remember having 
handled of this issue.

5923 NGC 1881 MS 65. Satiny and extremely clean beneath a 
rich greenish-gray, rose and violet toning. This date has 
proven to be quite scarce in gem condition, similar in rarity 
to the P-mint issues from 1879 and 1880. 

5924 PCGS 1881-S MS 64. Mottled rose-violet and blue iridescent 
toning. 

5925 NGC 1881-S MS 65. Very clean with strips of gray-gold 
patina on either side of the obverse. 

5926 NGC 1881-S MS 65. Lovely orange-gold peripheral color 
with splashes of rose and blue iridescence along the upper 
obverse rim. 

5927 NGC 1881-S MS 66. Untoned with vibrant mint luster and 
almost no contrast between fields and devices. 

5928 PCGS 1881-S MS 63 Prooflike. 

5929 NGC 1881-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Attractive 
coppery-gold highlights on two-toned surfaces.

A non-contrasting specimen, 
untoned and essentially free of marks. 

A sparkling white example of 
this slightly tougher S-mint issue. 

5936 PCGS 1883-CC MS 64. Lovely golden-red color. 

5937 NGC 1883-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Dazzling 
brilliance with unfathomable depth of reflectivity in the 
fields. 

5938 PCGS 1883-CC MS 65 Prooflike. Mildly reflective with 
clean, fully struck devices. 

5939 PCGS 1883-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Fully detailed 
with glittering, untoned surfaces. This date should definitely 
not be lumped with the two subsequent O-mint dates in 65 
DMPL condition, coming from a PCGS population of just 39 
coins (5/92). 

5940 PCGS 1883-S MS 61. There are literally thousands of people 
who collect Morgan dollars. As a result, there are some 
dates when found in BU condition are fought over by the 
collecting public. Such is the case with this lot. Although a 
population of 158 sounds like a lot when compared to the 
population of Proof 67 Trade dollars, the fact is more people 
can afford to collect BU dollars. Watch for this lot to attract 
attention. 

5941 PCGS 1884-CC MS 64. Lovely original obverse toning with 
a fully brilliant reverse. 

5942 NGC 1884-CC MS 66. An exceptionally clean and problem 
free example. Carson City dollars have always appealed to 
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the collector, however, finding them in this state of 
preservation has always been very difficult. 

5943 PCGS 1884-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A high end 
example for the grade. 

5944 NGC 1884-0 MS 65. Satiny white and quite well struck. 

5945 PCGS 1885 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A glittering gem, 
untoned and struck in full detail. 

5946 PCGS 1885 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A thin crescent of 
russet and blue toning appears on the obverse, along with 
lovely rose, golden and blue iridescent toning across the 
reverse. 

5947 NGC 1885-0 MS 65. Far above average for this typically 
weak and baggy issue. 

5948 NGC 1885-0 MS 65. Even cleaner and better struck than 
the previous lot. 

5949 PCGS 1885-S MS 64. The deep, multi-colored toning on 
each side conceals the few minor abrasions that lie beneath 
the color. Slightly soft details in the centers. An attractive 
example of this scarce Redfield dollar. 

5950 PCGS 1885-S MS 66. The presence of hundreds if not 
thousands of ’85-S dollars in the Redfield hoard has made 
this date more accessible and affordable to more collectors 
than was previously thought possible. However, in MS 65 
and better condition LaVere Redfield’s holdings probably 
did not affect the availability of this date at all. This is due 
in part to the storage conditions in Redfieid's house and 
partly to the way the coins were mishandled once they were 
removed from his basement. Only 10 MS 66 coins have been 
certified by PCGS with only 1 piece finer according to the 
May Population Report . 

5951 NGC 1886 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Fully detailed and 
brilliant, with scattered obverse abrasions. 

5952 NGC 1886-S MS 65 Prooflike. .Although the 1886-S 
dollar is not difficult to locate in choice condition, it becomes 
nearly impossible with prooflike fields. To date NGC has 
only certified seven while PCGS has yet to grade any. The 
difficulty of this date in this condition can't be overstated. If 
you are a dollar collector or an investor looking for coins 
which are priced reasonably based on their populations, this 
lot is for you. Destined for heavy floor activity. 

5953 PCGS 1887 MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Sharp cameo 
contrast with only minor marks make this a verv desirable 
lot.

5958 NGC 1888-S MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Flashy, 
completely brilliant surfaces, moderately abraded on the 
obverse. 

5959 NGC 1889 MS 64. Fully brilliant. 

5960 PCGS 1889-CC MS 62. If you have been looking for a 
nice BU example of this date, but you don't want to spend 
$10,000+ this lot is for you. The obverse is ever-so-slightlv 
toned while the reverse is fully brilliant with a hint of 
prooflike fields. Their are no major gouges or marks to be 
found on the coin.

6036 PCGS 1935-S MS 65. Strict gem quality, exhibiting smooth, 
lustrous surfaces.

6037 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase McKinley XF 45. Rich 
coppery-red highlights about the devices.'

Very well struck for this type, 
with ample luster and a shiny area above Liberty's portrait. 

6042 NGC 1866 MS 62. The 1866 is one of the unheralded issues 
of the 1860s that actually compares favorably to the 1864 
and 1865. although it is more commonly encountered in 
mint state than either of those dates. This piece is typical 
for the issue with semi-prooflike fields that were created by 
striated dies. There is also faint evidence of die clashing on 
each side. Strongly struck though with a few scattered 
abrasions on either side. This is the only MS 62 certified by 
NGC ( 5/92) with 10 coins in higher grades. 

6043 PCGS 1882 MS 67. A pristine, satiny gem. The virtually 
flawless surfaces are liberally splashed in attractive 
golden-orange patina and exhibit flashes of green-gold color 
at the borders.

A lesser-seen Classic Head date, however 
priced the same as the more common earlier issues. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

6045 PCGS 1857-0 AU 53. The Norweb specimen of this 
elusive condition rarity. Milky original surfaces exhibiting 
pleasing golden-orange accents on either side. A tiny pin 
scratch between the eagle’s neck and left wing serves to 
identify this piece, one of 3 specimens grading AU 53 at 
PCGS (4/92). Only 2 quarter eagles of this date have 
warranted a mint state rating, according to the May. 1992 
Population Report. 

6046 PCGS 1893 MS 62. Attractive green-gold color, with sharp 
details on both obverse and reverse. A modest mintage 

130,000) date that, although listed equally in the Guide 
Book, is much scarcer than the 20th century issues of this 
type. 

6047 PCGS 1894 MS 64. A rare and often overlooked Liberty 
quarter eagle, perhaps due to the common date status of the 
half eagle and eagle from the same year. Just 4,000 business 
strikes were struck and the few mint state survivors are 
usually MS 60 to MS 63. The present example is very flashy, 
with semi-reflective fields and nicely frosted devices. PCGS* 
has graded only 3 examples as such, along with 4 pieces of a 
higher grade, as of May, 1992. 

6048 PCGS 1907 MS 65. A richly colored, gem example, with 
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glowing, satiny brilliance and well preserved surfaces. 
Popular final year of issue.

6051 PCGS 1911 MS 63. Fully struck with sparkling, matte-like 
surfaces. 

6052 PCGS 1914 MS 61. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

6053 PCGS 1854-D XF 40. The 1854-D three-dollar is one of 
the most desirable and eagerly sought out of all 19th 
century U.S. gold coins. Not only is it rare in the absolute 
sense with a mintage of only 1.120 pieces, but it is also a 
condition rarity, as well as the only Dahlonega three-dollar 
gold piece. As such the opportunity to purchase a '54-D is 
very rare indeed. It simply is not possible to be too 
particular about condition as it may be years before the 
collector has the opportunity to acquire a comparable 
specimen. This piece shows light, even wear over the 
highpoints of the design. The surfaces have taken on a light 
reddish color and are quite clean with only a couple of minor 
scuffs on the reverse.

6054 NGC 1855 MS 61. Along with the 1854. the 1855 is one of 

the more available early threes in mint condition. While 
occasionally available this does not mean that the 1855 is 
not a rare coin in the absolute sense. Only in terms relative 
to the series can a word like "common" be meaningful as 
only 7 MS 61 pieces have been certified by NGC 1 5/92) with 
the same number in higher grades. This coin is typical for 
the issue, showing evidence of having been struck from 
striated dies, giving the coin a semi-prooflikeness in the 
fields. Minimally abraded for the grade with deep 
orange-gold color, the strike is slightly soft on the highest 
portions of the design.

6055 PCGS 1888 MS 64. Shimmering mint luster, with razor 
sharp detail and only light, well scattered abrasions. A 
virtual gem example and. at current prices, an excellent 
value as well. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

6056 NGC 1795 Small Eagle XF 40. Struck in only four 
years, 1795 is the most commonly encountered date of the 
type, the other issues carry a significant date premium. This 
is a pleasing first year of issue and a coin that has taken on 
a light reddish-coppery tone in the fields, partially subduing 
the scattered handling marks that most gold coins show 
after 20 points of wear. Trends $8600 (5 18). 

6057 ANACS 1808 AU 55. While a somewhat "common" date 
among Bust Left half eagles, in such choice condition as this 
piece one must always regard such a coin as rare. The fields 
of this lovely coin are prooflike and serve as one of the focal 
points, as well as the crispness of strike, and light color 
around the reverse devices. Showing evidence of light 
friction in the fields, this coin has a great deal of snap and 
in manv ways resembles a full mint state piece. Trends 
$2750 in AU 50, $5500 in MS 60 (5/18). 

6058 NGC 1834 Plain 4 MS 62. As the 1834 is the first year 

of issue and has the largest mintage in this short series, it is 
the coin most frequently encountered in AU and mint state. 
Still, uncirculated examples are quite scarce of this or any 
other date in the Classic series. Only 9 coins have been 
graded the same as this one by NGC (5/92) with a mere 16 
pieces in higher grades. This is an attractive coin that 
shows light reddish-golden color and smooth, lustrous 
surfaces that are not interrupted by any significant contact 


marks. The strike is sharp in all areas except the central 
regions of each side (as usual). Trends $3000 in MS 60, 
$11,000 in MS 63(5/18). 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

6059 NGC 1843-0 Large Letters AU 50. A scarce early 
New Orleans half eagle that is almost always seen in the 
VF-XF grade range. AU coins such as this one are very rare 
with only 5 AU pieces having been certified by both major 
services (5/92) and 2 known in mint state. This is a sharply 
struck piece with well defined features and minimally 
abraded surfaces. Trends $3350 (5/18). 

6060 PCGS 1848 XF 40. According to the Complete Encyclopedia 
of U.S. Coins. "Rarer than mintage figure suggests: very 
rare EF." This coin has decent color and no major defects. 

6061 NGC 1869 XF 40. A very rare With Motto half eagle that 
has an original mintage of only 1.785 pieces. Obviously not 
many coins exist in any grade and the 1869 becomes a 
condition rarity at the XF level. This is a moderately well 
struck coin with atti’active reddish color and showing a few 
scattered surface blemishes on each side, none of which are 
worthy of individual note. Trends $2450 (5,18). 

6062 NGC 1869-S XF 40. A major condition rarity among With 
Motto fives that is rare in this grade and almost 
non-existent any finer. Only one AU coin has ever been 
certified and in "the decades of major gold sales surveyed by 
David Akers he could only uncover 7 appearances of XF 
coins. This is a well struck coin with rich reddish color and 
only showing minor field abrasions. Trends $3200 1 5/18). 

6063 ANACS 1873 Closed 3 XF 40. A pleasing specimen from this 
popular year. 

6064 NGC 1881 MS 64. Outstanding luster and virtually mark 
free. A most attractive example, and perfect for type. One of 
only three graded 64 by NGC. and only two pieces have been 
graded higher by both PCGS and NGC. Clearly, one of the 
finest available. 

6065 NGC 1904 MS 62. Frostier and lighter in color than the 
previous coin. 

6066 PCGS 1908 MS 64. Light gold color, with excellent 
surfaces free from all but the tiniest marks. A strong strike, 
and suitable for a gem type set. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLE 

6067 PCGS 1908 MS 64. An attractive example of this tough 
type coin. Popular first year of issue, and quite affordable 
compared to a 65 at over $10,000 more. 

6068 NGC 1908-S MS 63. Bright yellow-gold surfaces with 

the usual sharp detail on the devices. This high end example 
displays few appreciable marks, the only one of any 
consequence appearing just before the Indian’s chin. A 
scarcer, low-mintage Indian half eagle, one of just 8 pieces 
graded as such by NGC. as of April, 1992. 

6069 PCGS 1909 MS 63. A very appealing specimen for the 
grade, exhibiting lovely greenish-orange color and clean, 
frosty surfaces. Significantly rarer than its D-mint 
counterpart in uncirculated condition. 

6070 PCGS 1909-D MS 61. Obvious bagginess. 

6071 PCGS 1909-0 AU 55. Very frosty with only minimal wear 
on the high points. The mintmark on this scarce, 
low-mintage issue is characteristically weak, however still 
visible to the naked eye. Trends $1,900 in AU 50 and $6,250 
in MS 60. as of April 27, 1992. 
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6072 PCGS 1910 MS 64. Not a rare date by Indian half eagle 
standards, but still a very difficult issue to find in choice to 
gem mint state condition. The surfaces are extraordinarily 
clean, displaying a granular, almost matte-like obverse and 
more lustrous reverse. PCGS population of 11 coins in MS 
64, with only 1 finer, as of May. 1992. 

6073 PCGS 1911-D XF 40. Bright surfaces with minimal wear. A 
scarcer date sporting the second lowest mintage in the 

6074 PCGS 1911 -S MS 61. Very frosty wdth original 
greenish-gold coloration. An obviously mint state example 
and rare as such, limited in grade only by a few insignificant 
abrasions. One of just 12 specimens graded MS 61 bvPCGS. 
as of May. 1992. 

6075 PCGS 1912-S MS 61. Very frosty overall and. despite 
the usual weak mintmark and scattered surface marks, an 
above-average uncirculated example of this S-mint condition 
rarity. Just 5 pieces have graded as such at PCGS out of a 
total mint state population of a mere 15 coins, as of Mav. 
1992. 


EARLY EAGLE 

6076 PCGS 1799 MS 62. No matter how many early gold coins 
we handle, a lustrous mint state specimen never fails to 
impress us. Normally only seen in VF-XF grades or 
occasionally in AU. uncirculated early tens are one of the 
most elusive and highly sought-after type coins in all of U.S. 
numismatics. This piece is well defined with good detail on 
Liberty’s hair as well as on the eagle’s breast. The fields are 
very clean for a coin of this grade and the luster is smooth 
and satiny, being unbroken over the relatively large expanse 
of this coin's surfaces. One of only 13 pieces to have been so 
graded bv PCGS (5/92). Trends $10,250 in MS 60 . $20,000 
in MS 63 (4 27). 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

6077 NGC 1853 AU 50. A relatively common P-mint that shows 
numerous small abrasions and traces of mint luster around 
the devices. Trends $715 (5/18). 

6078 NGC 1854-S XF 45. An extreme condition rarity that is 
most often found in well worn grades, becoming quite 
scarce, if not rare in AU or better condition. Trends $700 in 
XF 40 and $1,925 in AU 50 <5 18). 

6079 NGC 1862 AU 50. A very elusive coin in all grades that 
is especially difficult in AU condition i it is apparently 
unknown any finer). According to the latest population 
figures for May from both major services only two other 
coins have been certified in AU. making this piece tied for 
finest known at the AU 50 level. This is a sharply struck 
piece with considerable remnants of prooflikeness still to be 
seen in the fields. Numerous light abrasions are peppered 
across each side, but none are worthy of singular mention. 
Trends $6350 (5/18). 

6080 PCGS 1866-S No Motto VG 8. One of the rarest dates in the 
series, the ’66-S No Motto was ranked third in rarity 
according to frequency at auction by David Akers, trailing 
only the 1875 and 1864-S. This is a well worn coin but all 
the major design details are still clearlv identifiable. Trends 
$1200 in Fine 12(5/18). 

6081 PCGS 1874-CC VG 10. A low grade example of this scarce 
date. Well worn and showing unnaturally bright surfaces. 

6082 NGC 1880-0 XF 40. A scarce New Orleans ten that was 
widely unrecognized as being so difficult until approximately 
ten years ago. Some luster and light reddish color remains, 
and there is a shallow mark in the left obverse field. Trends 
$1050(5/18). 


6083 NGC 1886-S MS 61. Frosty orange-gold surfaces, with only 
scattered abrasions and none severe. A tough date as the " 
condition exceeds MS 60. with .just 6 coins graded as such by 
NGC and a paltrv 3 examples in higher grades, as of Mav. 
1992. 

6084 NGC 1901-S MS 65. Lustrous does not even begin to 
describe this coin. It possesses some of the deepest, most 
vibrant cartwheel luster this cataloger has ever seen. In 
addition, the fields are extremely clean for a large gold coin. 
If you like coins that make you say "wow!" check this one 


INDIAN EAGLES 

6085 NGC 1911 MS 64. Booming luster wdth characteristic 
granular fields. Sharply struck, and free of any marks. 
Certainly a candidate for a higher grade. 

6086 PCGS 1915-S MS 60. The fact that this lot "only- 
grades MS 60 may cause some to withhold their bid. The 
reality of the matter is that the 1915-S is one of the great 
stoppers in assembling a BU set of $10 Indians. It is very 
scarce in any mint state grade. The May 1992 Population 
Report shows that there have only been 18 graded in any 
mint state grade. A very affordable example of a very scarce 
date. 

6087 PCGS 1930-S MS 64. The 1930-S ten-dollar is one of 
the rarest of all 20th century gold coins as almost all of its 
mintage of 96.000 coins was melted shortly after striking. 

As a result, it is not available in circulated grades as are 
other dates, leaving the collector to select from among the 
few remaining mint state survivors. This is certainly one of 
the nicest ’30-S tens we can remember having seen. While 
graded MS 64 it has many of the attributes of a full gem 
coin. The surfaces are free from all but the most trivial 
abrasions and the luster is excellent, being smooth and 
satiny and having a pleasing orange-gold color. The strike is 
far above average for the issue as well wdth very little detail 
being lost in the hair above the face or on the eagle’s wing 
and trailing wing. One of only 3 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS (5/92) with only 5 finer. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

6088 PCGS 1851-0 XF 45. This is quite a remarkable Type One 
twenty that we suggest all gold specialists examine. The 
fields retain a considerable depth of reflectivity from the 
original bright, mirrored surfaces this piece had when new. 
The devices are exceptionally well brought up. exceptionally 
well for a Type One and also for a New Orleans gold piece. 
At the XF level (if indeed this coin can be purchased in that 
price range i. this piece offers an excellent value for the 
collector. Only moderately scarce as far as New Orleans 
Type One twenties go. Trends $875 in XF 40. $2350 in AU 
50(5/18). 

6089 NGC 1862-S XF 45. A rare S-mint Type One twenty that is 
seldom found any better than the present specimen. Despite 
15 points of wear and extensive bagmarking there is still a 
significant amount of prooflikeness in the fields of each side. 
A trifle softlv struck on the highpoints of the design. Trends 
$740 in XF 40. $1750 in AU 50 (5/18). 

6090 NGC 1872-S AU 55. One of the scarcer Type Two twenties 
and a coin that is seldom seen in mint condition. This piece 
has deep orange-red color and excellent remaining luster. 
Trends $725 in AU 50. $2300 in MS 60 (5,18). 

6091 NGC 1873 Closed 3 AU 53. The Closed 3 is by far the 
most difficult of the two varieties of this year. Not only is it 
a rarity in the absolute sense but it is. as well, a condition 
rarity very seldom seen this fine and almost never any 
better. Good luster remains and there is a light reddish 
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patina on each side with a few small abrasions, the only 
ones that need to be mentioned, though, are a couple in the 
area of Liberty’s chin. Trends $2150 in AU 50. $6500 in MS 
60(5/18). 

6092 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 60. Lustrous and well stmck. 

6093 NGC 1874-CC ALT 50. A scarcer CC twenty and one 
that far more difficult than its mintage of 115.085 pieces 
would suggest, especially in AU or better condition. This is a 
well struck coin with bright vellow-gold color and excellent 
remaining luster with no abrasions of any consequence. 
Trends $2100 (5/18). 

6094 PCGS 1878 MS 61. Scarcer early Type Three twenty. 

6095 NGC 1882 XF 40. A legendary rarity in 19th century 
U.S. gold, the 1882 twenty is the second rarest date in the 
entire Coronet series. It is second only to the 1861-P 
Paquet. Proofs are more likely to be encountered than 
business strikes with only 10-12 business strikes estimated 
to exist. Only a couple of coins are known above XF with 
one mint state piece rumored to exist. This is an original 
coin with reddish-orange color. It is identifiable by a series 
of three milling marks bet ween the eye and nose of Liberty 
as well as an abrasion beneath the 8th star. Trends $16,000 
(5/18). 

6096 NGC 1883-S AU 58. Highly lustrous with a frosty portrait. 
Scarce in mint state and those seen are usually bagmarked 
MS 60s. 

6097 ANACS 1884-CC XF 40. A common date Carson City 
twenty. 

6098 ANACS 1885-CC XF 40. A very scarce CC twenty with 
an original mintage of only 9.450 pieces. This coin is typical 
for the issue with higher grade pieces only occasionally 
available. A pleasing coin with light rose color around the 
devices and no large or detracting marks. Trends $1800 
(5/18). 

6099 NGC 189 UCC XF 40. A very scarce Carson City twenty 
with a mintage of only 5.000 pieces. This is obviously an 
original coin, its surfaces having taken on a deep 
reddish-coppery color, which tends to subdue the numerous 
handling marks seen on each side (that are probably 
magnified unfairly by the remaining prooflike fields i. 

Trends $2600 (5/18)' 

6100 PCGS 1904 MS 64. An attractive, upper-end example of this 
popular 20th century type coin. Sharply struck with 
excellent luster, as usual. 

6101 PCGS 1905 MS 61. The 1905 is the rarest 20th century 
Coronet twenty. The mintage was a mere 59.011 pieces and 
of that number only a handful survive today in mint 
condition. PCGS has only certified 7 coins in MS 61 and 
only 1 is graded higher, and it is only MS 62! Well struck 
with full, unbroken mint luster and showing a few small, 
scattered abrasions. Trends $1650 in MS 60. $5500 in MS 
63(5/18). 

6102 NGC 1906-S MS 62. Somewhat scarcer date, especially in 
mint state. Only 12 coins have been so graded by NGC 

(5/92) with 5 finer, all MS 63, according to the May Census 
Report. Trends $430 in MS 60, $1075 in MS 63 (5/18). 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

6103 NGC 1907 MS 63. Well struck for the date. 

6104 NGC 1908 No Motto MS 65. Satin-like surfaces that exhibit 
appealing yellow-gold color and are especially clean. 

6105 PCGS 1908-D No Motto MS 62. Frosty and sharp. A 
pleasing, mid-grade example of this condition rarity. 


6106 NGC 1910-D MS 62. Bright. 

6107 NGC 1911 MS 63. Matte-like. 

6108 NGC 1911 -D MS 65. An attractive gem twenty and one 
that has visual interest on several levels: the features are 
fully struck, the fields have a pronounced granularity, the 
color is a moderate orange-gold, and there are few 
superficial disturbances to distract the viewer from enjoying 
the other attributes of this coin. A scarcer date in gem 
condition. 

6109 NGC 1913-D MS 63. Bright, satiny surfaces and just a tad 
soft on the highpoints. 

6110 NGC 1914-D MS 64. A satiny, high-end specimen. 

6111 NGC 1915 MS 63. Scarcer P-mint in the teens. 

6112 NGC 1915-S MS 63. Fairly clean for the grade, with 
pleasing color. 

6113 NGC 1916-S MS 64. Sharply stmck with bright satiny 
luster and a pronounced granularity to the surfaces. 

6114 PCGS 1924 MS 65. Attractive orange-peel color. 

6115 NGC 1924-D AU 53. A lightly circulated example of this 
very scarce mintmarked Saint-Gaudens. Marred only by a 
long, thin scrape on the lower obverse that extends onto the 
left leg of Liberty. An affordable grade for this difficult 
issue. Trends $1075 in AU 50, $2050 in MS 60 (5/18). 

6116 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Bright satiny luster and showing rich 
reddish color. A very pleasing gem Saint. 


COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

6117 PCGS 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 65. Both obverse and 
reverse of this frosty specimen are highlighted in splendid 
multi-colored toning. 

6118 NGC 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 66. A superior example 
of this rare early commemorative. The surfaces are 
attractively toned and show strong underlying luster and 
are virtually abrasion-free. A rare grade for this difficult 
coin with onlv 32 pieces having been so graded by NGC 
(5/92). 

6119 NGC 1921 Alabama MS 64. Pale golden and violet toning 
rests atop well struck, frosty surfaces. A well preserved 
example of this difficult early commemorative. 

6120 PCGS 1935-D Arkansas MS 65. Original surfaces with deep 
silverv-gray centers and scattered russet toning at the rims. 

6121 NGC 1935-S Arkansas MS 66. Superb peripheral color 
and refreshingly free of the usually numerous bagmarks. 

6122 NGC 1936 Arkansas MS 66. Amazingly clean surfaces 
with attractive, multi-layered toning over both sides. 

6123 NGC 1937-D Boone MS 65. Patchy violet, russet and 
apple-green toning. 

6124 PCGS 1936-D Cincinnati MS 66. A very difficult 
commemorative half to locate in higher grades as most 
Cincinnatis show ample evidence of coin-to-coin contact. 
This piece, on the other hand, is not only smooth and 
virtually unblemished, but the obverse shows an incredible 
speckled iridescent toning that is most attractive and 
provides a stark contrast against the untoned silverv-gray 
seen on the reverse. 

6125 PCGS 1936-S Cincinnati MS 64. Mottled green-gold and 
russet toning. 

6126 PCGS 1936-S Cincinnati MS 64. Subtle pink and green-gold 
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toning. 

6127 PCGS 1892 Columbian MS 68. Attractive multi-colored 
toning covers much of the obverse and outlines the reverse. 

6128 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 68. Sharp and frosty, with 
delicate violet color across the obverse and a reddish-gold 
toning framing the reverse. 

6129 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 64. Originally toned in the usual 
colors of green, gray, and blue with a touch of rose, and 
golden scattered about. Unusually clean surfaces overall. 

6180 PCGS 1892 Columbian MS 65. White and satiny. The 
reverse is especially attractive, displaying lots of frost on 
the devices. A gem specimen, currently enjoying extra 
popularity in this issue’s 100th anniversary. 

6181 PCGS 1893 Columbian AU 58. Deep gray color. 

6132 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 63. The slab is mislabeled 1892 
while the coin is actually dated 1893. Deeply toned. 

6133 NGC 1935 Connecticut MS 64. Satiny with mottled 
golden-violet toning about the outer portions. 

6134 PCGS 1936 Delaware MS 66. A gorgeous semi-reflecive 
example, extremely clean for the issue and outlined in soft 
multi-colored toning. 

6135 PCGS 1936 Elgin MS 65. Shimmering surfaces that, upon 
close inspection, display lovely pastel highlights. 

6136 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 63. Light iridescent 
toning with mildly reflective fields. An affordable grade for 
this rare, key commemorative. Trends $2050 (5/18). 

6137 PCGS 1924 Huguenot MS 64. Original and quite frosty, 
with charcoal-gray toning in the protected areas. 

6138 NGC 1925 Lexington MS 64. Dazzling mint luster. A very 
appealing, high end example for the grade. 

6139 PCGS 1936 Lynchburg MS 64 Speckled russet toning, 
deepening about the peripheral lettering on the obverse. 

6140 PCGS 1936 Lynchburg MS 65. Bright satiny luster. 

6141 PCGS 1934 Maryland MS 64. Lustrous and. save for a hint 
of golden color about the reverse border, essentially 
brilliant. 

6142 NGC 1923-S Monroe MS 65. We cannot begin to guess 
what sort of environment created the toning seen on this 
coin. It is unlike that seen on any other coin in our memory 
and is impossible to adequately describe. Looking beneath 
the splotchy reddish-brown and olive-gold color though, one 
can easily see that the bright silvery surfaces are free from 
the usual abrasions on the face of Monroe and Adams. Very 
rare in gem condition, the NGC Census Report for May only 
records that 56 pieces have been so graded. 

6143 PCGS 1938 New Rochelle MS 66. A near flawless 
specimen, light silvery-gray in color with a whisper of pale 
violet toning highlighting either side. 

6144 PCGS 1936 Oregon MS 65. Mostly brilliant and free of 
appreciable marks. 

6145 PCGS 1939 Oregon MS 65. Light golden-orange toning is 
splashed across the left side of the obverse, with vellow-gold 
coloration visible on the reverse.A mark-free example of this 
final year Oregon, one of just 3.004 pieces struck. 

6146 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 63. Bright satiny luster 
with a soft violet and golden toning framing either side. 

6147 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65. Lustrous and 
untoned, with considerably sharper definition than is often 
seen on this popular issue. A great coin for the collector who 


likes high quality, but prefers brilliant specimens over toned 


6148 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 66. A near flawless 
specimen blanketed in deep silvery-grav toning and 
exhibiting splendid russet and sea-green highlights about 
the devices. NGC has graded only 38 examples of this 
popular earlv commemorative in like condition, as of May. 
1992. 

6149 PCGS 1936 Rhode Island MS 65. Lightly toned in violet and 
green-gold hues. 

6150 NGC 1936 Robinson MS 66. Highly lustrous and 
displaying splashes of violet and reddish-gold toning over 
most of the surfaces. A strict gem example, much unlike the 
typical untoned MS 63 example. 

6151 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63. Lustrous and very well 
struck for this shallow-relief issue, but showing a few 
scattered obverse marks. 

6152 PCGS 1935 Spanish Trail MS 66. Pristine surfaces 
overlaid in splashes of light rose-gold color. An amazingly 
well preserved example of this low-mintage and 
always-popular issue. 

6153 PCGS 1935 Texas MS 66. Exceptionally frosty and. other 
than a hint of russet color on the runs, untoned. 

6154 PCGS 1936-D Texas MS 66. Light silvery-grav surfaces, 
with a few faint specks of russet toning here and there. 

6155 PCGS 1937 Texas MS 66. Fully defined and exhibiting 
outstanding mint luster, with a few specks of russet color on 
the obverse. 

6156 PCGS 1938-S Texas MS 63. Flashes of green-gold and 
russet iridescence are visible on the obverse. 

6157 PCGS 1925 Vancouver MS 65. Attractive orange iridescent 
accents are found on both obverse and reverse of this frosty 
example. These follow the rule that pre-1930 commems are 
scarce in MS 65 and better condition. 

6158 PCGS 1950 Booker T. Washington MS 66. A frosty 
silvery-gray specimen, unusually clean and displaying a few 
flecks of green-gold and russet toning in the obverse 
lettering. PCGS population of 8 coins in MS 66. as of Mav. 
1992. 

6159 PCGS 1950-D Booker T. Washington MS 66. A superb 
example of this date, one of just 6 specimens grading as such 
at PCGS. as of May. 1992. 

6160 PCGS 1951-D Booker T. Washington MS 66. Very lustrous 
with a patch of toning on either side. PCGS population of 12 
coins, as of May. 1992. 

6161 PCGS 1954-S Washington-Carver MS 65. Semi-reflective 
obverse. 

6162 PCGS 1936 Wisconsin MS 65. A white, fully lustrous gem. 

6163 PCGS 1936 York MS 66. Speckled russet and apple-green 
toning. 


PATTERNS 

6164 NGC 1850 Three-Cents, Judd-125. R.4. PR 61. Pattern 
three-cent piece with a radiated cap on the obverse while 
the reverse shows III in the center surrounded by a palm 
branch. Struck in silver with a plain edge. Toned a light 
blue and gray with a few minor surface flaws. 

6165 NGC 1859 One Cent. Judd-228. R.I.. MS 64. Indian head 
obverse; oak wreath with narrow shield on reverse, as 
adopted the following year. Subsesquent research places 
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this transitional pattern as a Rarity 3. scarcer than the 
Judd-Kosoff text. Boldly struck with a wire rim reverse and 
a splash of blue and rose color across the center of the 
obverse. 

6166 PCGS 1863 Ten Cents. Judd-329, R.5. PR 62. An 

experimental piece struck in tin. among a variety of metals. 
The obverse reads POSTAGE CURRENCY ACT JULY 1862 
about the borders and 10 CENTS 1863 in the center. The 
reverse depicts a small shield in front of two crossed arrows, 
outlined in a ring-held laurel wreath and reads 
EXCHANGED FOR U.S. NOTES around the rims. The tin 
surfaces give a somewhat porous appearance, as struck. 

6167 PCGS 1863 Ten Dollars. Judd-352. R.3, PR 66 Brown. 

Regular dies obverse paired with a reverse that is 
similar to the regular dies also except for GOD OUR 
TRUST set directly onto the field above the eagle. Struck in 
bronzed copper with a reeded edge. While designated as a 
Brown coin, the surfaces could be little else as the coin was 
bronzed at the mint. However, it does show an even reddish 
color that may suggest original luster underlying the 
bronzing. The surfaces appear flawless and carbon-free. 
Scarcer than the Judd rating of R.3, this pattern should 
perhaps be re-rated as high as R.6. 

6168 PCGS 1869 Three-Cents, Judd-676, R.4. PR 64. A 

slightly oversized < 19 mm) adaptation of the three-cent 
nickel design, struck in nickel but with smooth numerals on 
the reverse. Light mottled gray toning. 

6169 PCGS 1873 Trade Dollar, Judd-1310, R.5. PR 61. The 

obverse depicts a figure of Liberty wearing an Indian 
headdress and seated on a rock. In her right hand is a pole 
with a liberty cap on the top, next to her is a globe and 
behind her are two flags. A small eagle with outstretched 
wings is featured on the reverse. A finely hairlined specimen 
struck in silver, exhibiting plenty of flash for the grade. 

6170 NGC 1873 Trade Dollar. Judd-1315, R.5. PR 66. 

Bailley’s design for the Trade dollar showing a Seated 
Liberty figure on the obverse and a small eagle standing on 
the reverses- Struck in silver with a reeded edge. The 
surfaces have taken on a deep iridescent color with multiple 
layers of blue, lilac, lavender and rose all superimposed over 
each other. Softly struck on the eagle, no doubt due to die 
opposition.
